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THE UNEMPLOYED. 


As an outcome of the complexities of 
modern life few more serious problems 
have arisen than that: which concerns 
the unemployed. It isa question which 
affects all civilised communities in 
greater measure or less. On the China 
const we have our special variation of 
the problem, and from time to time one 
community after another, Shanghai 
among the rest, has made its endeavour 
at solution. Several charitable bodies 
have applied themselves to the question 
with ‘systems of their own, and have 
accomplished much good, but much is 
still left to indiscriminate giving, and 
the results are only too frequently 
unsuccessful. The war has intensified 
the need for more definite action, but at 
all times there are in our open ports 
human flotsam and jetsam, without 
means or place of shelter, appealing to 
our common humanity for assistance. 
Tt may seem paradoxical to say that while 
there are many difficulties in Shanghai 
which do not arise at home, the un- 
employed could, if effective measures 
were taken, be provided for more easily 





out here. Whereas at home a few 
inquiries - will soon show whether . an 
applicant for relief is really deserving or 
one who has no desire for work, in 


163 |Shanghai it is impossible to find out 
* | anything 


about a man’s previous 
character. The unemployed, who are 
usually all included under the name of 
Deachcombers, come here by . ship 
and, without an infinite amount of 
time and trouble, their statements eannot 
be proved or their past history ascer- 
tained. Tho average business man has 
no means of finding out whether the men 
really have sought for and failed to find 
employment, or whether they are idlers 
who find it more comfortable to live on 
public charity. Remedies which are 
available in England are out of question 
here if casual ward on English lines 
were started the men would never go 
there except by force and there would 
always be a feeling that Europedns were 
harshly treated if they had to perform 
certain amount of manual labour to 
earn their bed and breakfast. On the 
other hand the easy-going charity which 
now prevails does harm : first because it 
encourages idlers; ‘secondly because 
really deserving men ‘are viewed with 
suspicion and distrust. ‘The public do not 
like to refuse aid to a man who says he 
has nowhere to sleep and nothing to 
eat, but when they find they have beon 
deceived the-next applicant, who may 
be honestly in want, is liable to suffer. 
‘An eminent modern writer, who 
pleads for the distribution of “free 
bread” to the unemployed and the poor 
says: “Better a thonsand loafers than 
a hundred starving.” The Rev. A. J 
‘Walker now“ suggests,that “free shel- 
ter” should also be given. This is an 
idea which is already acted fpon partl 
in Shanghai by means of tickets on the 
“Thomas Hanbury Coffee House,” but 
experience shows. that the ticket system. 
alone does not wholly meet the difficulty. 
‘The thanks of the community are due 
to the Cathedral Dean for developing 
what ‘looks as though it might. be 
made a practical scheme. We are glad to 
know at all events that some of the exist - 
ing organisttions Ihave alieady’pro ais 1 





their co-operation. It is realised that © 
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the details -of the plan. will require 
carefal and tactful elaboration. The lot 
of the unemployed must not be made so 
comfortable that desire for work itself 
will be blunted nor must the form of 
relief be so uninviting that the organisa- 
gion shall get a bad name and fail of its 
object. Centralisation of endeavour 
will render more easy the task of finding 
berths for men who are out of work 
and at the same time it will soon to be 
evident whether or not 2 man really 
desires work, A great load will be 
lifted off the public mind; but a great 
responsibility will be undertaken. Time 
alone can show the practicability or 
otherwise of the scheme and whether 
the experiment is to be justified by its 
results. 

There remains another question, that 
of public support. If the community 
wishes tosee the proposals carried through 
it will have to provide the necessary 
funds. The money will be well spent if 
it ensures that no foreigner in Shanghai 
is compelled to ‘starve or to spend his 
night out of doors. In Ruskin’s words, 
“Tt will, pay ; not at first in currency, 
bnt in that which is the end and source 
of currency,—in life... . foryourriches 
must either be us the lighting, which, 

Begot but in a cloud, 
Though shining bright, and speaking 


loud, 

Whilst it begins, concludes its violent 
race; 

And,. where it gilds, it wounds the 
place :— 

or else, as the lightning of the 


sacred sign, which shines from one part 
of heaven to the other.” Fortunately 
poverty has ceased to be regarded as a 
crime. The scheme placed before us 
does not pretend to do more than open 
the way for an united attempt to grap- 
ple with a problem which all of us 
have to facé daily, and in endeavouring 
to carry it out we shall be lending a 
helping hand to those in distress atid at 
the same time have the satisfaction of 
Knowing that. we are guarded as far as 
possible fron imposition and waste.

Aut talk of disappointment and 
dissatisfaction on both sides notwith- 


standing the terms arrived at 
at Portsmouth have been approved by 
the Emperors at Tokio and St. 
Petersburg, ratified by their repre- 
sentatives at Washington, and peace 
once more reigns in the Far East. 
Mr, Putnam Weale, in the interesting 
articles which have lately appeared 








in our columns argues that it isa 
“detested” peace, and little better 
than an armed truce. We do not 
agree with him. It is possible that 
the Japanese plenipotentiaries found 
it desirable to make peace at Ports- 
mouth, on terms which fell short of 
what the Japanese uation and the 
world at large was ready to consider 
their due, But as we have pointed 
out before, and later opinion only 
emphasises, the Japanese gained 
more solid advantages by making 
peace without insisting on an- in- 
demnity than in fighting on for av 
indefinite period, spending more 
money and valuable lives, and finding 
the indemnity still difficult of attain- 
ment. ‘They have obtained all and 
more than they went to war to 
sectre; and the Alliance with Great 
Britain, followed as it has been by a 
cbange of opinion on the part of the 
French people, plices Japan in a 
position of strength and safety which 
will not lightly be assailed. In 
Russia the. men who made a war 
with which the nation at large, and 
its best counsellors such as Mr. de 
Witte, had no sympatby, are entirely 
discredited. “Both countries have 
serious internal problems before 
them, and already the shortsighted 
and hot-headed enthusiasts who 
were eager fora fight to an impos- 
sible finish, are outweighed in public 





estimation by those whose saner view 
realises that both combatants have 
much to gain. by a friendly recogni- 
tion of each others points of strength 
and. nothing to gain by further 
bloodsbed.

THE COMING . 
REVOLUTION IN 
RUSSIA. 


16th October. 

Ir will be generally admitted by 
all who study the actual position‘ of| 
affairs in Russia at the present time, 
that there is a very influential 
and powerful section of the people, 
who aré not only strongly in favour 
of réform; but who: are, also, deter- 
mined’ at all costs to’ secure it. This 
section consists, as has often been 
pointed out, to a large extent, of the 
working“men; more especially those 





who are found in large masses in the 
great industrial centres. And to 
these may be added, at any moment, 
the millions of ignorant and down- 
trodden peasants, who are gradually 
but surely awakening to a realisation 
of their latent powers. To these 
must also be added an ever-increasing 
number of the better educated classes, 

If the certainty of revolution be 
admitted, it becomes an interesting 
problem as to the nature of the com- 
ing upheaval, History abounds with 
instances of revolutions which bave 
been bloody and violent, while, on the 
other hand, great changes have been 
brought about by pacific and blood- 
less movements. How will it be in 
Russia? Again the question arises 
as to what are the chances of success 
for a revolutionary movement on a 
large scale in the dominions of the 
Czar. During the last few months, 
telegrams have informed us over and 
over again of more or less formidable 
uprisings in different parts of the 
country, and it has sometimes seeaied, 
at this distance, as if atlast a move- 
ment on a national scale had really 
commenced ; but subsequent tele- 
grams have told us that these risings 
have heen suppressed, too often ina 
ruthless and merciless fushion, and 
at the cost of a great many lives. 

Such influential writers as 
Tolstoy and Gorky and leaders such 
as Capon, who have no inconsider- 
able following, appear to have no 
doubt that the frequent strikes of 
late, with the consequent more or 
less sanguinary struggles with the 
military and the police, are but the 
precuraors of a mighty upbeaval, 
which will eventu .te in the complete 
overthrow of the existing order of 
things. They are the drops before 
the showers. A close sendy of the 
recent uprisings would seem to in- 
dicate that there is a remarkable 
uniformity as to the mode of pro- 
cedure—their initiation, their pro- 
gress, and their outcome. 

The people have a grievance—the 
people who are so. unsophisticated 
‘and so easily led, and then, too,they 
have such unbounded confidence in 
the'Little Father. “Let us go to 
him and tell him all our troubles 
and our sufferings. He is both 
willing and able to help us.” And 
off they go, following a more or less 
capable leader. The one idea they 
have in common is to make their 
grievance known. But it is not so 
easy as they imagined to secure the 
coveted interview. Theyhad not taken 
into consideration the military, who, 
apparently, with little or no provoca- 
tion or reason, proceed to fire volleys 
into the people, who flee bewildered 
in all directions. Later a commission 
may or may not be appointed to look 
into the matter, tbe outcome of which 
is generally nothing at all. “The dead 
are buried and the wounded are cared 
for. . And presently there is a repeti- 
tion of the scene, and so it goes on, 








Even as we put pen to paper the 
telegrams announce fresh riots ab 
Moscow. with many killed and~ 
wounded. A recent writer has sum- 
med up the present situation in the 
following pithy and concise form, 
“A certain number of working men 
and their families have been killed; 
the officials are at their wits’ end to 
know what to do, but they continue 
to remain stubborn ; the Government 
reformers are holdizig committee 
meetings to-discuss parliament, the 
suffrage, ete. ; and the Czar is said to 
look yellow ‘and bilious, praying 
much meanwhile—as well he may ! " 
We have not space in this connec- 
tion to’deal very fully’ with the 
question from the point of view: of 
oland and Finland. We suppose 
that it will be conceded by everyone 
that Poland is undoubtedly the least 
contented of all the dominions of the 
Czar with its political status and 
importance. The Poles: have never 
ceased since their subjugation 
by Russia, in secret and openly, 
to express ‘their discontent with 
their lot, ard Russia is compelled at 
all times to keep her eye on them,’ 
and especially in times of disaster and 
misfortune such as she hus been lately 
experiencing. And then, tocomplicate 
matters, in this, Russia's niost West- 
ern possession, there is a very large 
body of Jews who, it is scarcely 
necessary to say, have little love for 
the Power which has treated them 
so harshly, In regard to Finland; 
the people .of. that unfortunate 
country have never ceased, since the 
annihilation of its autonomy six years 
ago, to resent the cruel and arbitrary 
acts of the Russian Goverument, 
A recent valuable work on “The 
Russian Revolutionary Movement” 
by Konni Zilliacus, and which has 
been translated into English, has 
been written especiully to. enlighten 
public opinion in Finland regarding 
ihe revolutionary movement in Rus- 
and we may. be quite. sure that 
when the hour comes to strike the 
blow for freedom, Finland will play 
no inconsiderable, part in the move- 
ment, As to when this blow will be 
struck, it is not so easy to formulate 
an answer. It may be, as some 
writers have asserted, that when’ the 
army in Manchuria return home the 
ball will be set rolling. “At any. rate 
the Russian authorities seem to be 
under some apprehension, if we may 
assume it to be a factas the telegram 
published on Tuesday morning as- 
serts, that after peace has been rati- 
fied Russia will station 300,000 troops 
on the Chinese frontiers. partly be- 
cause they arc apprehensive as totheir 
joining the malcontents at home, It 











form or another, the: revolution has 
been going on’ for decndes, even 
generations, and that . the recent 
troubles are simply acute manifesta- 
tions of a movement that has. ‘heen 





in existence for years and years.” 
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But until the peasant has lost faith 
in the Czar, (which he has not yet 
done to any appreciable extent) one 
source of strength to the revolution- 
ary party is missing. 

nYPrecent writer’ on the subject, 
and with this we conclude, has given 
the following reasons why the crash 
may yet he delayed:—A weakening 
on ‘the part of the Czar and his ad- 
visers; the lack of co-operation and 
organisation among the “revolu- 
tioners” ; the apathy of the peasantry; 
and the obedience of the Russian 
soldier. Butof one thing we may 
be sure that if it should come it will 
beno child’s play, bus that, on the 
contrary, it will rival, if not surpass, 
in its sanguinary horrors and atroci- 
ties, the French Revolution. 





THE AMERICAN 
LIFE INSURANCE 
COMPANIES. 


17th October. 

‘Tx facts that have been brought 
to light regarding certain life insur- 
ance companies -in New York are 
now the common property of all who 
care to give a glance at the news- 
papers, but the important matter of 
the exact bearing of the revealed 
facts upon tie financial position and 
stability of the companies concerned 
is not so readily understood. It is 
in fact this very difficulty that has 
helped to give the opportunity for 
what has taken place, for any real 
and precise knowledge of the life 
insurance business is necessarily pos- 
sessed only by the very limited class 
of those who-have had an actuarial 
training, which demands as a pre- 
liminary a very considerable degree 
of mathematical aptitude and know- 
ledge, The ordinary man of business 
or professional man moves in the 
dark when he attempts to understand 
life insurance matters. A wore blind 
faith has ex necessitate rei too often 
to be put in life insurance officials 
by the outside community and the 
insured than is usual or desirable in 
regard to other businesses. ‘Those who 
have had vast sums of money under 
their control have sometimes found 
it impossible to restrain themselves 
from rash and extravagant expendi- 
ture, much of which has had. no 
apparent justification either in the 
nieans employed or the end sought, 

But have the insured public 
suffered when this bas occurred? 
The answer undoubtedly must be 
that they have, A life insurance 
fund, though it may amount to 
hundreds of millions of gold dollars, 
is nevertheless not a perennial fount, 
but every dollar taken from it re- 
duces pro tanto the benefits to accrue 
to the insured, and every dollar taken 
from it, without legal or moral right, 
is a deprivation of the legal or moral 
rights of the insured, 


‘Are then the insured in danger of 
losing the benefits for which’ they 
have contracted? The probable, the 
almost certain answer to this ques- 
tion fortunately is that they are 
not in danger. The crdinary 
form of “bonus,” “tontine,” or 
“with profits” policy provides for 
certain stipulated benefits of defined 
amount, and in addition for other 
benefits which aré not guaranteed, 
but only estimated. These are the 
bonuses, profils, dividends or what- 
ever they may be called by the 
particular company in the particular 
policy of insurance. It is usu» for 
life insurance companies to dangle 
the prospects of bonuses before the 
public as an inducement to insure, 
and the public have risen to the 
glittering bait so greedily that the 
insurance agent finds bis business 
largely determined by the prospects 
which his company can offer in the 


‘way of bonuses. ‘The result has been 


that many life insurance companies 
charge premiums that are known to 
be much higher than is necessary in 
order to be able, when the time for 
paying bonuses comes, to return to 
the insured larger amounts in that 
shape than would be possible other- 
wise, and the professional actuary is 
well acquainted with mathematical 
formulas which have been devised 
for computing the charges to be made. 
‘The ingenuous public are in the 
happy position of paying premia 
that are too large in order, years 
later, to get back the surplus. But 
in any case, apart from any deliber- 
ate action of this kind, the premium 
charged to the public is made higher 
than is necessary. The net or 
hypothetical premium is calculated 
mathematically on the basis of two 
things: (1) a certain rave of mortality 
of the insured persons, (2) a certain 
rate of interest on invested funds. 
Both are problems of the future, and 
itis never possible to foretell with 
precision what the fature is to bring 
forth, The resuls is that in practice 
rates of mortality and of interest are 
assumed that are in all human prob- 
ability respectively higher and lower 
than the actual experience will come 
to be. These facts make the hypo- 
thetical premium higher than it 
should be, but considerations of com- 
plete safety justify this. But the 
company has to make an addition to 
the hypothetical premium’ to arrive 
at the office premium, or premium 
actually paid by the insured for 
salaries, office expenses, advertising, 
commissions to agents, medical ex. 
aminer’s fees, and so forth, and these 
charges do not admit of exact pre- 
liminary computation.’ There is no 
fixed rule or method for determining 
how much is to be added io the 
hypothetical premium to make the 
office premium, but certain of the 
companies whose affairs are now be- 








fore the world add on forty-four per 
cent of the hypothetical premium to 





itself to make the office premium in 
the case of a whole life policy, and 
for policies other than whole. life 
policies add twenty-two per cent of 
itself to the hypothetical premium 
for the particular kind of policy 
taken, and in addition twenty-two 
per cent of the hypothetical premium 
on a whole life ‘policy’ at the same 
age and of the same amount, ‘This 
addition. is much more than is 
necessary to cover any justifiable 
office, agency and other expenses. 
The result is that the>insured pay 
into the company premia much 
exceeding in amount what is neces- 
sary on the average to meet their, 
claims when they fall due and all 
the charges incidental to their 
policies during their currency, The 
balance constitutes the sum which 
should be appropriated to pay 
bonuses, and so large may this sum 
be that serious encroachments may 
be made on the funds of the com- 
pany without tapping the’ portion 
actuaily necessary to meet the con- 
tractual liabilities. ‘Though bonuses’ 
are not guaranteed, the company 
is in the position of a trustee, and 
is’ bound to administer its entire 
resources for the benefit of the in- 
sured, and it is maladministration if 
any portion is used or is frittered 
away unjnstifiably. It should either 
be kept and jealously guarded to 
strengthen the general funds of the 
company for the benefit of the insured 
or it should be returned to them in 
bonuses. ‘Lhe insued public do not 
know what bonuses they should get, 
could not calculate them if they 
would, and of this fact we see t atad- 
vantage appears to have been taken, 
but there is little or no likelihcod 
that the drain has been so great as to 
niake it probable that the c mpanies 
concerned will go to the wall. ‘That 
would necessitate the waste of more 
than merely millions of dollars from 
the'vast sums in their hands: 

It is perhaps not to the credit of 
the law relating to life insurance and 
to the insurance departments of the 
several Statesin the United States that 
such occurrences should be possible. 
‘The American insurance law, which 
is of the same kind, though differing 
in detail in various States, looked at 
superficially would seem to secure a 
rigid governmental control. But in 
fact there are an infinity of loopholes, 
and the existence of the nominal 
State control has thrown rv~ponsibili- 
ty off the shoulders of insurance com- 
pany officials. ‘The English law under 
the Life Insurance Companies’ Acts, 
1870-1872, is far better planned, 
There is no State control, but the 
insurance companies, though subject 
to no limitations, must make full 
annual sworn returns to the Board of 
Trade showing what in fact they 
have done, and these returns are 
published so that they are open. to 

eneral inspection and criticism, 
Bome of the English companies have 
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an undoubted weakness for loading 
their hypothetical premiums to a 
needless extent in order to pay high 
bonuses, but there is no suspicion of 
unduly diverting funds, even if the 
public want to pay too much in 
preminms.

A HUNDRED years ago the princi- 
pal centre for the discussion of 
European foreign affairs was the 
palace of the Emperor Napoleon. 
Here ab stated intervals the Dip- 
lomatic Corps was received, and 
here, whenever it suited him, Napo- 
leon would deliver himself of one of 
his bullying utterances amounting at 
times almost to a declaration of war. 
“Well, Sir Ambassador,” he once 
said to the Austrian Minister, “ what 
does the Emperor, your Master, 
want? Does he intend to call me 
back to Vienna?” This with the 
yoice intentionally raised in order 


that the surrounding diplomatists | i 


inight hear, mark, learo, and inward- 
ly digest the new diplomacy. In 
these days monarchs leave the bully- 
ing to be done by the Press. Tb.is 
quite a simple matter in some coun- 
tries to dictate the line to be taken 
by the papers, and foreign countries 
are expected to take note of the 
warnings thus delivered and “govern 
themselves accordingly.” Sometimes 
a Chancellor takes the line of revela~ 
tion. Bismarck did so with marked 
effect on at least two occasions ; when 
he published the overtures made by 
the Emperor Napoleon III respect- 
ing Belgium, and when, after his fal, 
he took the world into his confidence 
regarding some of the tricky state- 
craft of which he himself had been 
guilty. - Now, soniebody has been 
using the “Matin” for the same pur-, 
jose. ‘The ocoasion is noteworthy, 
for it should not be forgotten that 
this particular weapon of the higher 
ranks in political leadership is never 
called into play unless affairs are in 
‘a more than usually acute condition. 

The ‘Franco-German war had 
already begun when Bismarck 
sprang upon the world the proposed 
agreement between France and Ger- 
many for the absorption of Belgium. 
Now, ever since the le at 
Mukden, the European world has 
been kept in a state of ferment by 
the alleged suspicious action of 
Germany, and the “revelations” of 
the “Matin” have that for their 
text, Europe ‘is, in fact, in a highly 
suspicious state, We will nob at- 
tempt to decide whether rightly or 
wrongly, but there is no doubt of the 
fact, ‘The situation is highly dre- 
matic. The Kaiser occupies the 
centre of the stage—his favourite 
stand. Everybody else on the boards 
is watching him keenly, Hitherto 
his words have been so contradictory 








that it is useless to try to gather 
from them what his great intent is. 
That must be looked for more from 
deeds than words, and those are not 
reassuring. Some of the German 
papers, and many of the German 
people, say that their Emperor does 
not represent the true feeling of the 
country. A Socialistic weekly, the 
“Neue Gesellschaft,” writes, “It is 
now the historic task of the German 
Social’ Democracy to furnish the,| 
French Republic with what it sought 
in vain from the rulers of Russia— 
protection from ~ provocations and 
from the over-weening ambitions of 
an Imperialist German policy"—from 
the policy of the Kaiser, that is to 
say. “The German Social Democra- 
cy,” continues the writer, “is strong 
enough to render a war.of aggression 
against France absolutely impos- 
sible.” A German artisan, quoted 
by a writer in the “National Review” 
as being typical of his class, says, 
“We desire to be and remain at 
peace with England and with all— 
expecially with England, to whom we 
industrials owe so much. Why not? 
We have no real cause, of quarrel 
with anyone, And it isa lie to say 
that we wish ‘to benefit’ by the 
quarrels of other nations. We hate 
war, I tell you, and will -yet capsize 
these professional cut-throats who 
provoke and thrive on it”—ie,, the 
war party, which is at leasb as power- 
ful in Berlin as was that of Russia 
in St. Petersburg. 

Pan-Germans boast that it is their 
destiny to become the rulers of the 
world. It is hardly to be wondered 
at, then, if their actions are scrutinis- 
ed more closely than they like. The 
general unrest in political circles is 
evident from the endless gossip going 
the rounds respecting the formation 
of new alliances. Ib was announced, 
only to be contradicted, that Count 
Witte had laid the foundation of a 
Russo-German understanding. Prince 
Bulow and Signor Tittoni meet, and 
forthwith something was to be done 
to “restore the threatened balance 
of power.” Now it appears that the 
‘rapprochement is more likely to be 
between Great Britain and Russia 
than between Germany and Russia: 
Looked at superfically, ib seems as if' 
itwould be more to the advantage 
of Russia if this were the case. It is 
evident that for. the present 
her career in the Far Kast is 
at anend. But in the Near East 
‘an agreement with England would 
be an immense stride toward the 
realisation of her long-cherished de- 
sires. And there is this difference 
between the two positions; even 
supposing that Germany were able 
to aid Russia in the re-establishing 
of her prestige out here, there would 
be nothing in that to appeal to the 
sentiment of the Russian people; but 
were Eogtand to assis in the acquis- 
ition of Constantinople, or to a for- 
ward movement in Asia Minor, all 


the years of division and distrust 
would be forgotten in an instant, 
and for ever England would: be 
considered “the benefactor of the 
Rossian race. This is a point in 
which German interest would neces- 
sarily bring the Kaiser into conflict - 
with the Czar, and’ therefore it is 
one in which British help might be of 
prime importance. France is strongly 
advocating a comprehensive agrec- 
ment between ourselves and Russia, 
similar to that so happily “achieved 
between herselfand. us, and stranger 
things have happened. Our constant 
policy forces us to throw our sword 
into the scale against any one country 
which aims at supremacy in Contin 
ental politics. If the interests of 
other States point in the same direc- 
tion, we may expect to see a strong _ 
coalition for the maintenance of the 
status quo, and there will then be no 
danger of a European war. The 
ratification of the, treaty of peace at 
Washington prepares the way for 
decided action, The air is much 
clearer than it was a monthrago, and 
the signs, so faras we can read them, 
are all peaceful, :

Laxe the majority of writers sym- 
pathetic towards Japan, and like 
many Japanese themselves, Mr. John 
Foord fell into the error, in regard to 
the Peace Treaty, of thinking that 
“all the substantial sacrifices had. 
come from’ Japan.” Thus the first 
note in his monthly journal falls 
somewhat wide of its mark, read in 
the light of a fuller comprehension 
of the immense benefits Japan has 
securéd, An artist in“ Life” showed 
a much juster appreciation of the 
situation in a drawing which repre- 
sents the war-worn Russian giant 
stretching himself luxuriously, de- ° 
claring “ab any rate I've nob’ paid 
one kopeck of indemnity,” . while 
Japanese all around “are run- 
ning off to ‘Tokio with the 
principal parts of his costume la- 
belled—Corea, the Manchurian Rail- 
way, Siberian, fishing rights, ete, all 
the gains in fact which made up the 
substantial fruits of victory. Mr, 
Foord emphasises the magnanimity 
of Japan in not pressing indignities 
on her beaten foe, but fails to see 
the full extent of the political saya. 
city it represented, ‘The part played 
by the late Secretary of State John’ 
Hay; and President Roosevelt receives 
its graceful tribute in the second 
note of “current. comment.” 

The fach that in some pos of 
the interior ab all events there has ~ 
been within the last weeks a re- 








crudescence of the Boycott movement 
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Tends point to a vigorous renewal of 
the protest made in the August 
number against the “senseless pro- 
ceeding on the part of the Chinese 
student class and the mercantile 
guilds, to go on passing resolutions 
against. the purchase of American 
goods without plainly stating what 
are the conditions on-which they 
desirea new treaty to be negotiated 
between China and the United 
States.” That there has been a little 
hitch, due to he objections of the 
head of the Department of Commerce 
and Labour, and his subordinate, the 
Superintendent of Immigration is 
admitted, but “it is extremely pro- 
bable that these officers have seen a 
new light since the interview 
between the President and the repre- 
sentatives’ of Chinese trade here.” 
The probability, in Mr. Foord’s 
opinion, is that a treaty could be 
agreed tipon by which all Chinese, 
save those coming under x well- 
defined word “labourer,” would be 
free 10 enter the United States at 
pleasure. But he warns the boycott 
agitators that “it would be obvion - 


ly futile to call upon all the interests 


concerned to organise for the promo- 
tion of such a purpose, ifthe Chinese 
themselves are resolved to go on 
boycotting things American whether 
they secure such a measure of justice 
or not.” 

It is nob Americans only who have 
had to complain of the disregard at 
Peking and by the great viceroys of 
some of the most important provi- 
sions of the commercial treaties. Mr, 
Foord isdisposed to credit the Central 
Government with meaning well, but 
with not taking sufficient pains to see 
that its orders are obeyed in the pro- 
vinces, Unless, however, the Central 
authorities can exert control, their 
government “cannot be treated, 
with ordinary ‘respect by. the rest of 
the world.” Circumstances have 
given China, apart from any endea- 
vour on her part, another opportunity 
to consolidate her “ truely imperial 
domain,” and to make it strong 
enough to stand alone. Should this 
opportunity be allowed to pass, 
others besides Mr. Foord will begin 
to think it will be her last. But way- 
ward as the Government is in. many 
ways, and childish as are some of the 
ideas on reform, there is unquestion- 

ably a forward movement among the 
people themselves, and a growing 
sense of nationality, the outcome of 
which it is almost too early yet to 
foresee,

Your correspondent was rather sur- 
prised to see recently new placards posted 


[on the streets of this city, exhorting the 


people to boycott American goods. The 
pames of all American firms in Shanghai 
wore stated with their Chinese firm names, 
and strict warning was’ given by which 
American goods might be identified. 
While the people are not ill-disposed, 
one can soe the effect of this agitation on 
their témper; there is not the same 
cordiality that there was, and one hears 
the pet name for the foreigner, Yangkuei- 
tze, called more frequently than. before 
It would be well for the American Con- 
suls to make vigorous representations to 
the native officials about putting an end 
to the posting of these plucards, especial- 
ly as the Chineso Government has already 
iasned orders on the subject. ‘The effect 
of this agitation cannot but be prejudicial 
to the trade of all foreign countries and 
to foreign influence generally, 


xeunt Police, 

‘The police system which was inaugur- 
ated last year with such promise, has, 
one regrets to say, like the “best laid 
schemes o' mice and men,” “gane agley.” 
For several months police were soon in 
new uniforms al regular intorvals on the 
banks of the Grand Canal between this 
city ‘and ‘Isingkiangpu. It is true the 
excellent discipline of the “Model Settle- 
ment” was hardly maintained, as the 
custodians of the public peace did not 
consider it amiss to begnile their weary 
hours with long slambers in their huts, 
It was amusing to see thom spraw)- 
ing out by the hour, smoking their 
pipes, and to hear the remark that 
“foreign methods wore now in vogue.”

Dissentient Voices. 

‘The perils imputed to-a direct offensive 
and defensivealliance are mainly two—the 
danger that one party may,i by taking a 
hostile initiative inadvisedly, drag its 
ally into an‘unjust war and the danger 
that such a combination may act as a 
direct challenge to other Powers to form 
combinations similur in form but aggres- 
sive in fact. These perils exist un- 
doubtedly, but an examination of 
the terms of the new Alliance and of the 
circumstances of the case show that these 
risks, in this instance, have been reduced 
‘as far as possible toa minimum. In the 
now agreement, as in the old one, ther 
is an mutual engagement of frank co 
fidence and communication in all matters 
touching or likely to touch mutual in- 
torosts. It has beon opined that Japan 
would not have gone to war but for her 
alliance with England. But if this clauso 
of mutual confidence be considered, it 
quite evident that England regarded the 
war as necessary and unavoidable for the 
honour of her ally, What Japan and 
England wanted, as is the case with 
other civilised nations, was not tempor 
ing pence. In fact it was probably British 
influence that favoured the proliminar. 
Japanese deliberateness, but only Russian 
blindness created the final outbreak. If 
such an alliance as the Anglo-Japaneso

An extraordinary meeting of the 
Cabinet was, held yesterday, morning at 
Qo'elock.

Dakota carrying Mr. Yamaza and Mr. 
Denison of the Japanese Peace Com- 
mission arrived at Yokohama this after- 
noon, The formal ratification by the 
Emperor will bo announced in a fow 
days, The treaty will come into force

An 
al fresco entertainment given by the 
Municipality on Saturday afternoon was 
attended by Admiral Sir’ Gerard Nool 
and his officers, numbering over 270. 
Governor Hattori of Hiogo Ken proposed 
the toast of King Edward, and Admiral 
Noel that of Emperor Mutsuhito.

The Partition of Bengal. 

The popular opposition has’ developed 
further in the shape of many’ meetings, | 
protests and flowery, impassioned speech 
es, culminatiig in’ the “Swadeshi” move- 
ment’ to boycott British manufactures, 
and especially “Manchester ‘piece-goods. 
‘The “Swadeshi” organisation professes 
to permeate ‘all lasses of society, and to 
bind together. all. castes and: classes of 
true Hindus, and to them came the bril- 
liant idea of punishing the Government for 
going contrary to their wishes, and forcing 
the Home Government to notico their 
grievances, by dealing a slashing blow at 
the British manufacturer, For two or 
three days the excitement was intense 
among the natives of Calcutta and other 
large. towns. English costumes,. so much 
affected by the enterprising Babu, were ex- 
changed for the flowing diaphanousmuslins 
of olden, days; students and schoolboys 
flung away their caps and dearly-loved 
patont-leather shoes, and tore about in 
bands, knocking of hhats from the heads 
of their compatriots aud tearing away 
cigarettes from the hands of others, who 
in vain might protest that the article in 
question was of Fronch manufacture. 
‘Pho fun was too good to forego; Benga 
for the Bongalis” was the motto, and 
“Swadeshi”. (own country) the ory. 
Evoryono must dress in Indian muslins, 
cat only curry and tice, and chew “ pin- 
pan” (betel nut), eschewing London 
fashions and cigarettes. If the move- 
ment should lead to a revival of Indian 
manufactures, the agitators might pride 
thomsolves on having achieved so 
thing for their native land, but already 
the movement seoms fizzling out. The 
fow “Swadesh ” stores and shops which 
sptang into being are of no account wh: 
ever, and quite unable to supply -the 
needs of a people, accustomed all 
thoir lives to better und cheaper picc 
goods than can be produced by the looms 
of India in tho present day. If the 
agitation is to effect any permanent ro- 
sult, there must be a practical, patient, 
and earoful setting to work, far different 
from the present frothy demoustration, 
which reveals ts weakness in declaring the 
vengeful motives which have inspired its 
leaders. 

Anglo-Iudian officials would 
seo Indian industries revived, but the 
matter cannot bo achieved in a moment. 
At the outset a difficulty arises, as the 
Indian looms{provide ouly the coars 
cloths, such asare worn by labourers in the 
remotor villages, or oxq\ 
very costly make which can ouly be pur- 
chased by the rich. In ancient days, the 
city of Dacca, destined to be the capital 
of the new Province of Eastern: Bongal 
and Assam, was the contre of the muslin 
weavors, and strange to say, the effects of 
the Fronch Revolution shattered the trade 
with this erstwhile splendid residence 
ofa Moghul Governor. The beautiful 
fabrics of Dacca and Delhi, known 
“running water,” “ woven air” and “ evei 
ing dew” had beon highly prized at the 
Fronch Court, but alas for the trade of 
Bengal, fashions changed and the French 
custom was lost. If pictures of our gr 
grandmothers msy be trusted, ladies ‘in 
those days strolled in pleasure grounds 
in a sunny honr, clad sparsely, in finest 
musling, their movements hampered by 
airy, fascinating scarves’ which wound 
round their limbs'and floated casually on 

































































the ‘breeze, in am ing 
to the prosenit genoration. ". We find'stout 
tweeds ‘and serviceable, golf capes more 
suited tothe’ tigours of ‘the’ climate in 
the British Isles, and even East of Suez. 
the same useful garments ap e 
slightest “hint ‘of the cold. weather,’ or 
when the dews of ‘evening fall is 
to be feared on’ behalf. of ‘the Indian 
muslin trade that the elegant “priouimonis” 
costumes of olden days will never be tol- 
erated again, even in the sunny East. 


The Travancore Planter’s Case 


which has just been ‘concluded in the 
High Court, Madras, is ono that has been 
watched with absorbing intorest in plant- 
ing circles and has excited much notice 
in circles far beyond the limits of the 
native State of Travancore. The case is 
but the climax of a long series which 
have arisen in late years, as the rosult of 
tho temper of the presout government in 
India, who have determined quite rightly 
to put down any oppression of the natives 
with a stern hand, But ono unforeseen 
result of this system has: been to give the 
unletterod native an uriduo idea of his 
own power, resulting in frivolous. and 
sometimes ‘falso charges boing’ brought 
against those who aro: pat in authority 
over him. The presont is a’ case in point, 
A quite trivial complaint was brought 
before the local magistrate about the 
death of a coolie—one Jacob—who shad 
just died of pneumonia, but it was 
darkly hinted that tho death was really 
due to a beating and kicking received 
from his master, a planter, To’ this 
there were no eye-witnessés. Mr. Leo, 
the planter in question, having a clear 
conscience, at first regarded the affair in 
a light-hearted manner, but soon found 
himsolf, much to his astonishment, under 
arrest and accused of “culpable homi- 
cide not amounting’ to. murde 

the coolio in question had, some 
aay 

smart cuts over the hands with a fly 
switch for inciting others to bolt from 
tho estate, the accused admitted. After- 
wards the coolie Jacob bad sickened, 
and been attended in the usual course by 
ehestate apothecary, a most competent 
medical man with a long experience, and 
it. was certified truly that Jueob. died 
of pneumonia, The Travancore officials, 
however, in conducting the case, partly. 
through ignorance and incompetence when 
dealing with the postmortem, soon caused 
the; affair to reach such alarming pro- 
portions that the casé, originally a trivi 
one and quite within the jurisdiction of 
the lower Court, was transferred to the 
High Court Sessions. The case ended, 
after a pationt hearing extending over 
six days, in an unanimous verdict of “ not. 
guilty” by a jury composed -of five 
Europeans and four Indians, the. jury 
apponding a rider to-the verdict that 
“the jury are unanimously of opinion that 
Inspector Nainan and Apothecary De 
Lamos have perjured themselves in this 
court and are responsible for this case.” 
‘Thereafter warrants were issued for the 
arrest of these two men, the police: ins- 
peetor, and the apothecary who conducted 
the postmortem and who appeared for 
the reeruiting kangany Moses, who was 
one of the first to bring the complaint 
before the magistrate, but whose’evidence, 
like theirs, was a tissue of. lies and, 
contradictions. The _ police: inspector, 
it was shown in Court, had wilfully 
‘exaggerated the case, in hopes of obtain- 
ing heavy bribes from Mr. Lee and others. 
Ho is said to have escaped to Travancore 
to appeal to his. own Government for 
protection, but. it is.to be hoped:-that

of, for perjury, conspiracy, and attempts 
to extort, bribes. ‘The apothecary, Do. ; 
‘Lamos, is out on, bail pending; his trial; 
his postmortem report, which, was nearly, _ 
being such a serious report for Mr. Loe, 
was drawn up with the evident intention 
of proving that the coolie's death was, 
due to violence, and was, shown, in court 
to be a most ludicrous document, dis- 
playing an amount of professional ignor- 
anes which does ‘not say, much. for 
the amount of medical. knowledge, ex- 
pected from her apothecaries. by .,the 
State of Travancore. It. is hoped that 
‘one result of this case may be to throw a 
flood of light on the iucompotence aud 
corruption which undoubtedly , exists 
among cortain grades of native officials, 
and that, the authorities may be led to 
takesuch action as will prevent the arising 
in' the future .of such serious chargos 
from such slight grounds of complaint. 


The Indian Coolie Man 
cannot quite he lot off his shate in the dift 
‘culties which surround the planter in his 
strnggle for existence, and it may be thst 
the happy conclusion of the cnse against 
Mr. Lee will have a salutary effect in do- 
tering the ignorant native, who is usually 
only too realy ‘to avenge any discovery 
of ‘his own roguery by trumping up some 
charge against his master, A planter’s 

life, in India at least, at the present day, 
to be # successful ono, requires excep- 
tional practical abilities, and a certain 
amount of efficiency in soveral depart- 
ments, usually filled by men professionally 
trained. For instance he may be called ot 
to act as surveyor to monsure his land, 
as engineer to road and bridge it, as arch 
tect to build a factory, a-bungalow or 
lines, as agriculturist to fell, clear, drdin, 
and ‘cultivate his clearings, whero after 
many years of unremitting toil, tlo pro- 
duct, be it tea, coffee, cinchina or 
fashionable rubber, is expected to flourish 
and yield a profit. Woo betide the luck- 
Joss planter whose clearings are a failure 
in_any or all respects speodily noted 
s failure in tho planting world and must go 
under. Besides having a suilicient practi- 
cal knowledge of many trades, the planter 
must bo a past master in tho art of tact, 
for it must bo ‘romombered that all his 
works—with the aid perhaps occasionally 
of ab enginoor or mechanic to supervise 
the machinery of the- factories—must be 
performed by tho coolie, the ignorant, 
lazy, scheming, half-civilised coolie man, 
who’ has never done an honest day’s 
is life. mid, if shirking and 
idling will sultice, aever will, Re- 
cruited for the most part from. tive 
lowest dregs of the rural population, un- 
accustomed to regular work of any kindy 
and quite unskilled in the use of any tool, 
ving « hand to mouth existence ‘at the 
merey of the higher-castes in his village, 
the low caste coolio is tempted by tho 
hope ‘of bettering himself and by the 
higher wages promised in the hills; he 
listens to the voice of the tompter .in 
the shape of a recruiting “ kangany,” and 
joins a gang sturting for the estates. It 
is with the assistance of this feckless 
creature, who hates his work and loath 
the climate, that the planter must get all 
his work done at the lowest possible cost, 
aud. that conclusion can only be reached 
by the exercise of the greatest pationcoand 
tact in dealing with the haman element 
on an estate. Men are not machines, and 
the untrained, unskilled article oan never. 
be treated as such with any hope'of sue- 
cess; even the down-trodden pariah who 
has been for centuries the slave and de- 
spised outcast in his own village, deve- 































































lops, on transplantation to: the hills, 
an extraordinary amount of likes atid - 
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“dislikes, things that he will or will not 
do, others that he must have or will not 
tolerate, stid the planter who fails to 
inspire confidence in this crowd of irres- 
ponsibilities, and fails to obtain from 
them a fair amount. of labour in return 
for a liberal wage, fails as a planter, and 
quickly finds himself involved in’ the 
meshes of the labour difficulty. ‘The day 
has gone by, if it existed, when the 
“brutal” planter could compass his ends 
by kicks and blows, but considering the 
material he has to deal with, at times 
the only suitable retort to the lies and 
carelessness of the average coolie is a 
good smack or a cut. from acane. It 
is the only language a coolie never 
fails to understand; at once ho realises 
‘that his master is in earnest, work he 
must, as little as possible of course, but 
‘any. way while mastor is looking. All 
coolies may not be born shirkers and 
idlers, there is such a thing as a smart 
coolie ; but he is quite a rara avis among 
the low caste gangs of South Indii 
valued accordingly. Most planters, in their 
own interests are’ «wise enough, and 
humane enough, to treat their coolies 
fuirly, and rarely to resort to “stringent 
measures.”. ‘They must be wise as sor- 
pents to discern true grievances from 
idl 3 as doves, they 
must distribute justice between young 
and old, weak and strong, good and bad, 
and never, never let the angry words be 
followed by tho hasty blow! It sounds 
rather like the-Millenium, but still, “it 
is duty, and ho will.”

‘The Solar Kelipse. 

By a stroke of good luck it chanced 
that 1 was many miles away from London 
on thelong-expected 30th of August, when 
somo millions of its inhabitants exper- 
ioncod the bitter disappointment of 
ing nothing but a vast expanso‘of groy 
cloud where they had hoped to soo 
the unusual phenomenon of a partial 
eclipse of the sun. For some reason tho 
newspapers gavo this eclipse a groat deal 
of advance notice, so that ryone was 
on tho qui vive about it, almost as mnch 
so as if it: had boon going to be total, 
Ono was told how if one imissed 
seoing it there would be no chance of a 
like sight in tho British Isles until 1927, 
and slrould that day be cloudy few of us 
would have much .to hopé ‘for, as no 
further eclipse of any importance will be 
eoen until 1999. Fortunately for mo I 
was spending a few days in West Somer- 
set and as there chanced on that particu- 
lar day to bo a meet of staghounds “at 
Hawcombe d, one of the highest 
points of Exmoor, I decided that I 
could not do better than combine the 
hunting of the wild deer and the eclipse, 
though I must necessarily“ do the 
former on’ foot, as I meant if pos- 
sible to keep guard over the sun 
during its two interesting hours. The 
apparatus I took with me was, I must 
confess, somewhat amateurish, still. it 
served its purpose, possibly even botter 
than that of some professionals,as I had a 
most lovely day aud saw both the eclipse, 
aud numerous wild deer to perfection. 
In the first place I had a pair of good 
_ Held-glasses, but as I knew they would be 
useless by themselves for the sun, I like- 
wise armed myself with a piece of plain 
glass, a small bit of candle, and a box of; 





























matches; also a kodak with which I took 
several photographie which I hope may.be 
of value when they are enlarged. I was 
30 glad I took that bit of candle and plain 
glass, as when Tarrived on the moor I 
foimd numbers of people bent on com- 
Dining the meet snd the eclipse, but _no- 
one else had thought of smoked glass. 
My bit was passed round to dozens of 
grateful folks, and the candle was even 
more in request, as one man after auother 
came up and begged to smoke his glasses 
with it. Some of them made the rims so 
hot that they bucnt themselves. in their 
anxiety to put them on again too quickly, 
Dut that was quite a detail. I was sorry 
afterwards that I had not included a 
thermometer iu my outfit as I should 
have liked to ascertain the 

tion in the temperature betwe 
o'clock aud 2, As it is I can only say it 
became so cold at 1 o'clock that one longed 
for one’s heaviest winter coat, and even 
after the eclipse was over the sun seemed 
shy of showing himself ‘again, so one 
continued to shiver for.the remainder of 
the day. One thing in connection with 
it will always remain in my memory ; just 
as the sun commenced to rid itself of its 
shadow, it appeared to be surrounded for 
a few minutes by a most wonderful rosy 
halo of a tint more lovely than anything 
Ihave ever seen. I have seen no notice 
elsowhere of this being seen, and I think 
it may possibly be accounted for from 
the fact that for many miles round the 
spot where I was standing the ground 
was covered with lovely purpl: 

I have often noticed as I have driven 
over the moor in the evening that the 
rising mist looks a mauvish pink, and I 
wondered whether possibly the effect was 
caused by the sun once more commencing 
to draw the moisture up from the heath 
covered ground, :

It seoms terribly sad ~ that” the 
holiday season: never passes by without 
our having to record somo terrible ra 
way or boating disaster.

‘ough, so the ferryman—who, it is said, 
is a man with jong experience of his 
work—elected to take only ten of the 
party at one time, and return for the 
rest. Hardly had they started, however, 
when 9 tidal wave came rushig down on 
thom, tho boat was swamped, and over- 
turned, and only four of the passengers, 
who managed to hold on to it until help 
came, were saved ; one can picture the 
feelings of the six friends on the bank 
who in horrified ogony, witnessed the 
catastrophe and yet were unable to 
render any assistance. 

‘The railway accident was almost 
more extraordinary. An express train 
from Liverpool Street was making its way 
to Cromer when, without any Warning, one 
of the middle carriagesjumped the metals, | 








with the result that the train split up 
completely and in ten minutes was a 
total wreck; ten persons were killed and 
forty injured. Ono of the carriages in 
the front part of the train left the metals 
and mounted on to the platform pulling 
the one behind it with it; not to be out 
dons the second of the two turned a 
somersault completely over the first-and, 
breaking down everything before it, 
landed in the porters’ room burying five 
porters and two ticket collectors. inthe 
ruin it effected.

“The White Chrysanthemum.”

Governor Nieh Chih-kuei from his -post 
by a recont Imperial decree, Jui Hsing, 
the Tartar General of Hangchow, was 
ordered to take Governor Nieh’s place 
as Acting Governor of Chékiang province. 
A Hangchow dispatch now states that 
upon receipt of the telegraphed Imporial 
decree in quostion, the Tartar General 
asked Governor Nieb for his Is of 
office. ‘The latter refused to give tl 
up, saying that it was tho usual etiquot 
to wait for the arrival of the Imp 
docreo itself from Peking by special 
courier post, when, of course, he 
(Governor 1) would hand over his 
seals of office in the usual manner.

call. Atrived alongside the Hauk, the 
firemen went on board and after discuss. 
ing tho situation decided that the hatches 
should be removed in order to play upon 
the burning cargo. The captain and 
officers of the ship were, however, of the 
opinion that tho best ‘course to adopt 
was to fill the hold with water and so 
smother the fire by suffocation. The 
latter course was adopted and by the 
united efforts of the crew and the Bri- 
gato tho fire was eventually extinguished. 
When the fire was well under control, 
the ficemen returned to Shanghai, leaving 
tho fire-float alongside the Hauk in charge 
of the crew, and she remained there 
until noon on Sunday, when the Hank 
was finally beached on the Pootuug bank 
near the Old Japaneso Naval Yard. Hor 
cargo will bo discharged and she will be 
docked as early as possible. The fire was 
not as serious as wasat first thought. There 
was cousiderablo damage to cargo and 
the spar ceiling of the hold was badly, 
charred, but the hull suffered little dam- 
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ago. The Hauk is vessel of 449 tons 
register and was to leave this port for 
Newchwang on Sunday. Valuable services 
wore rendered by the River Police and 
their launch, and by the crews of the 
Danish cable steamer Pacific and the 
Russian transport Korea. 

The Brigade were engaged for over 
one and s-hulf hours on Sunday afternoon 
in subduing an outbreak in Seward Road.

THE 
FIRE BRIGADE 
INSPECTION. 


The annual. parade and inspection of 


which was unavoidably postponed from 
last Spring owing to the inclemency of 
the weather, took place on Saturday 
afternoon. The weather on this occasion 
Yeas not at its best but fortunately there 
‘was no rain during the proceedings, so 
that a fairly large number of spectators 
‘wore present. 

‘The brigade with its appliances 
formed up on the French Bund about 
2.30. Shortly before 3 p.m., with tho 
Mih-ho-loongs in the van and the other 
companies following in numerical order, 
the brigade started for the Race Course. 
On arriving there the trucks were drawn 
up at the back of the S.C.C. pavilion 
while the ladders and engines lined up 
in front of the swimming bath. With 
the exception of the escapes: the brigade 
drought out all its gear and made a very 
imposing show. No loss than thirteen 
trucks, four engines and two ladder- 
trucks were.driven up to the Race Course, 

‘The firemen fell in by companies on 
the grass near the Golf Club and 
the Chairmen of the French and In- 
ternational Municipalities, escorted by 
Chief Engineer Bidwell and Department 
Engineer Parkhill then proceeded on a 
tour of inspection of men and gear. 
First. the engines and ladders were 
inspected, next the firemen, and lastly 
the hose-trucks. 

Inspection over, the firemen were 
drawn up closer to the Golf Club, on the 
verandah of which a table draped with 
the Municipal flag and carrying the In- 
surance shield and a number of cups had 
been placed. 

Mr. F. Anderson then addressed’ the

On Sunday morning the Annual Harvest 
‘Thauksgiving service was held at Holy 
‘Trinity Cathedral. The chancel, pulpit, 
and font were tastefully decorated with 
flowers, vegetables, and corn. An excep- 
tionally large congregation attended, and 
the choir did complete justice to the ser- 
vice, which was fully choral. The renderin, 
of Stanford’s To Deum and Goss’s béau- 
tifal anthem, “‘The Wilderness” was os- 
pecially praisoworthy, and the solo parts 
of the latter were excellently sung. ‘Tho 
Dean preached, taking as his subject the 
work of the Missions toSeamon at this port, 
He outlined the objects of the Mission 
and its needs, and urged the congrega- 
tion to take steps to procure another 
chaplain and if possible launch for the 
work. The last subject the preacher 
dealt with was the aim of the Mission 
to help those who were in distress. He 
referred to the number of men in this 
place who went round begging, 
criticised the lack of organisation for 
dealing with cases of this kind.

where men who were stranded could at 
any rate find a bed for the night, thus 
removing one of their chief complaints.

THE TREATY OF 
PEACt BETWEEN 
JAPAN AND RUSSIA. 


AND ITS BEARINGS ON CHINA. 


Tho third lecture ‘by Dr. Gilbert Reid 
on “Friendly Intercourse” was given on 
Saturday afternoon at the International 
Institute." His Excellency Li Ching- 
fang, the Associate Treaty Commissioner, 
was expected to proside, but being de- 
tained by a special meoting of the Anhui 
gentry to consider the subject of -rail- 
ways in their province, Taotai Shén Tun- 
ho, Director of the Shanghai-Nauking 
Railway, kindly consented to act for him 
and read his speoch. ‘Tho neod of better 
relations with other countries was dwelt 
upon, as affording China an opportunity 
to carry our needed internal reforms. . 
The new conditions presented to China 
by restored peace between Japan and 
fi were viewed by many . with 
solicitude, and he hoped that Dr. Reid as 
coming from a neutral but. friendly 
country would afford some light on the 
Manchurian problem. 

Dr. Reid first referred to. his_per- 
sonal interest in the peace negotiations, 























because he had -previously mot. the 
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two chief Plenipotentiaries, Count de 
Witte in St. Petersburg when acting as 
Minister of Finance, and Baron Komura 
in Peking when Minister for Japan to 
negotiate with China and all the Powers 
a Protocol of Peace in 1901. 

‘The spoaker then established a funda- 
mental principle from the Doctrine of 
the Mean,” whero itis said, “To be without 
bins is called the medium—eguilibrium. 
By this is denoted the proper course of 
all under heaven.” And again, “ Equi- 
librium is tho great: root of all under 
heaven ; harmony is the universal path of 
all under heaven.” In other words, if 
hatmony. is sought, the middle course 
must be taken ; and td follow the middle 
course there must be no bias to one side 
or the other. But one often seems to 
fare better by having bias than in boing 
without it. “At the previous lecture if 
one spoke with bias to the Chinese, only 
the Americans would bo displonsed ; if 
with bias to Amoricans, only the Chinose 














would be displeased; but if with 
no bias, both sides would be 
offended. In this lecture, if no bias was 


shown, there would be three parties to 
pick flaws—the Russians, the Japanese, 
und the Chinese. And yet only in this 
way, according to the Sages, could 
barmony be attained. 

Tf dificult was the subject, how much 
more difficult was the actual bringing 
together in peace of two foes in war like 
Russia and Japan, to amicable negotia~ 
tion, and to ultimate agreement, whose 
treaty of peace and amity was to be ex- 
changed this very day in Washington. 
Somo. “middle man,” like President 
Roosovolt, was needed to smooth the way] 
for such an, harmonious result. Every 
one should rejoice at the consummation. 

What wore the points of the treaty ?. 
As first presented. by the Japanese Pleni- 
potentiaries there were twelve points, Of 
these eight were accepted by the Russian 
Plonipotontiaries:—1. ‘The proponderating 
influence of Japan in Corea or a protecto- 
rate; 2 ‘Tho simultaneous evacuation 
of Manchuria by Russian and Japan 
military forces; 3 The tr: 
lenso of Linotung from Russia to Japan ; 
4, Tho roturn to China of the civil admi- 
nistration of Manchu 
to Japan of all 
Arthur and D 
Japan of tho Eastorn Railway from Port 
Arthur noth towards Harbin as. fa 
is now occupied by: Japaneso forces 
7. The retention by Russia of the mai 
Manchurign lino to Viadivostock as a com- 
morcial lino; and 8. Tho cession by. 
Russia to, Japan of fishing ri 
Siberian cast. Thore Were three points 
rofused by tho Russian side: 1. The trans- 
for to Japan of all Russian warships now 
interned in Pacific ports ; 2, The limita- 
tion of Russian naval strongth in Pacific 
waters; and 8, An indemnity by Russia 
to Japan for hor war expenses. A 12th 
point was modified, so as to allow Japan 
the southern half of Saghalion, and the 
retention by Russia of the northern half. 
“What can be said of, this friendly 
agreement?’ That Japan, a victor in 
many:hard-fought battles, on land and 
gon, got much ; and that Rustin, defeated 
dgain' and again, but not’ completely, 
vanquished, yielded much. “Russia, whose 
territory had not been touched, and 
whose army had not, and would’ not, 
surrender, could: yield no more; Japan, 
whose prowess of arms could not continue 
clour on into Siberia, and beat Russia to 
the dust, could get no more. It was 
higbest prudence and cool resolve that 
Jed these Plonipotentiaries, representing, 
two detormined foes, to decide as they 
did on those terms of peace. 






































Peace thus and now gained is better to 
both sides than the wareontinned. What 
calamities would have come to both, i 
the voice of harmony had not been 
heede 

But even more, it may well be said, 
that better would it have been, if har- 
mony had been attained without the war, 
Why was it not a possible thing for both 
sides, neighbours, to have consulted 
early, to have mutually yielded, and 
remained at peace? If Russian’s soldiers 
had evacuated Manchuria, as stipulated 
to China, and if Japan had felt no hanker- 
ing to get back Linotung, war would have 
been averted. ‘The frilure to be friends 
ly and the becoming friends ouly after 
a year and a half of war, has bronght 
to both Japan and Russia lamontable 
calamities and burdens grievous to be 
borne for many a year. Would that 
harmony had been better appreciated. 

Would you know the calamity of 
discord and war? Japan bofore the 
China-Japan war, a decade ago, had an 
anpusl tax of 6,000,000 tnels (8,000,000 























yen); now it is 265,000,000 tacls 
(850,000,000 -yen)- ‘Then her .debt_was 
210,000,000 tacls ; now it is 1,850,000,000 





tacls (2,500,000,000 yen). ‘This is tho 
figure lately given by Count Okuma, 
while another Japaneso .puts tho »in- 
Aedtodness at 3,500,000,000. yen. In 
carrying on the war it has been ostimated 
that Russin’s daily expenditure was 
2,250,000 tals, and Japan's at 1,500,000 
taols.. Tho Russians: lost 68. ships, and 
the Japanese 27, anothor big item of loss, 
The mon sent to the war from the two 
warring nations were, 1,500,000 ; of these 
thedord and wounded on the Russi 

jo were 200,000, and on the Japan 
sido 160,000. ' Merely to bring home the 
troops will take upwards of a yoar, and 
will cost. Russia, say, 150,000,000 tacls 
and Japan . 130,000,000 taols. Besides 
allthis th & pension to be 
paid, or ought to be paid. Again 
itis asked, “ Why not harmony before 
‘a war rather than after a war and such 
a war?” 

‘There remains the question as to the 
bearings of this treaty of peace on Chin: 
One thing should be borne in mind, an 
that is that China should not - offend 
cither Japan or Russia, but. approach 
cach ina friendly. spirit. Both. nations 

































are suffering heavily, and what China| gt 


secures must come by consultation and 
much as a favour and not a right. 

As to Japan thoro aro two things for 
Chinn to consult, First, will Japan 
allow the Chineso Maritime Customs to 
bo located in Dalny, and also Port 
Arthur, if mado a port of trade, or 
must it be establishod somewhere on the 
boundary of the lonsed territory of Li 
tung, and the territory under. Chine 
civil administration ? Secondly, will the 
Japanose sell to China the part of the 
railway now transferred to Japan? 
Have the. Chinese tho. money: to 
buy it? Or is she willing to sock a loan 
for the purpose? At present the Chinese 
soem anxious to have all railways. built 
by. Chinese capital; why not begin. in 
Manchuria? According to arrangement, 
the Japaneso can station some 10,000 
men to protect. their line, and- the 
Russians 15,000 to protect theirs. If the 
Japanese section of the line is purchased 
by China, has China troops or police to 
protect it ? 

As to Russia there are also two points 
to consult about. First, will the Russians 
sell to China the section of the railway. 
retained by them? Or is China able 
to ‘buy and protect it? Secondly, will 
Russia allow China to establish custom 
houses on the land frontior and_ collect 

















revenue on imports and exports? Ac- 
‘cording to previous agreement the import 
and export duty. on the land frontier of 
Burma, Tongking, and Russia is less 
than at the maritime ports, Is. this to 
remain ? What about the surtax of 73% in 
lieu of abolishing the likin, which the 
English Commercial Treaty says shall 
be the samo on land frontiers and 
maritime ports? Whatever is decided as 
to the amount, China can well consult 
Russia as to tho establishment of custom 
houses along the Amnr, or at. such 
points as the. Russian section of the 
railway enters the Chinese . territory 
of the Amur provines, Heilungchiang. 
After such a war China ean hardly 
approach either Japan or Russia with a 








demand, thongh not needing a cringing 
spirit. Once in Manchuria China had 
rights, had power, had her own 


way. "But she: missed her opportunity, 
Tho speaker mentioned that in 1895 he 
presented to the then leading Ministry 
of tho Governmont a document, urging 
China to open treaty ports in Manchuria, 
to build a railway, and to open the mines, 
if not with Chinese capital thon with 
borrowed capital, aud’ thereby maintain 
her sovereign rights. Princo Kiing and 
one high Minister after another romark- 
ed that the ideas were good and the 
author was a friend; but hey did nothing. 
‘That timo has passed for ever. ‘The con- 
ditions to-day are different. It is for 
China to seek to meet thom boldly, with 
friendliness to others, by mutnal con- 
sultation, and not by reproaches, anta- 
gonism or spitefulness, ‘Tho path of 
harmony, if good for Russia und Japan, 
is good for China.

years of agitation slowly broke down the 
‘opposition to Liberal tendencies, and 
finally their progressive efforts were re- 
warded in 1881 by the promulgation of 
an Imperial Rescript promising the 
inauguration of a constitutional régime 
in ten years’ time. It was thus only in 
1890 that the first Imperial Diet was 
eonvoked, ‘and to the efforts of the first 
modern political party, the Liberals, 
this result was mainly due. 

Previous to this, Count Okuma had 
organised in 1882 another. party and 
had given to it tho namo of 
the Progressive Party. ‘The history 
of theso tivo political parties, the Liberals 
and the Progressives practically covers 
tho whole of party polities in Japan. 

Now comes a curions poin! 
shows to what an extent formal 
succeeded in intruding itself even in 
modern Japan. ‘The Liberals and the 
Progressives ulthough outwardly distinct 
have always lad essentially identical 
programmes. A species of rivalry hi 
been contautly displayed:-but nevertheless 
they have been very often willingly 
thrown together to combat their common 
enemy, the Ministerial supporters. But 
although thése two parties could always 
command an absolute majority in the 
Lower House that majority was practic- 
ally useless as far as deciding the choice 
of x Cabinot was concerned. All the, 
leading statesmen who had taken part 
in the arduous work of bringing about 
the restoration declared that a Japan-| 
. Cabinet could only be  respov- 
to the Sovereign, and tl 
when opposed by an overwhelming 
jority in the House of Representatives 
‘2 Cabinet might continue in office so 
long as the Sovereign reposed confidence! 
in its ability to cope with the Government 
of the country. Even when circumstances 
it imporative for a Cabi 
resigu,thoidea that the Opposition 
called upon to form a uew Ministry 
novel that it has only tried to 
end in a somewhat iguominious failure, 

An ontirely novel roadiug of what con- 
stitutional government really is has 
therefore obtained in Japan until the 
present day. Tho two political partios, 
although they have possessed, when anit- 
ed, av overwhelming. majority for yoars 
past in the Lower House, hare only been 
allowod to ply politics, and have 
beou summarily sont about their business 
whenever their: opposition or criticism 
proved irksome; the serious. business 
of governing and conducting the vital 
affairs of the nation has boon j 
kept in the bands of the ministerialists 
or clan system supporters, who belong to, 
or are followers and’ lonchinen of, tho 
two dominant clans of Choshu ‘and 
Satsuma. 1f you run your eye down a 
list of the leading lights of the politics of 
this empire, you will find that far more 
than half the names belong to the clan 
of Choshu, whilst turning to the army 
aud navy’ lists, a glance reveals’ that 
all the higher commands are monopolised 
by either Choshu'or Satsuma’men. In 
the hauds of the adherents of these 
two factions, therefore lie all the strings 
of power, i ‘of the immense 
efforts which have boon made from time 
to time to break that power,'to-day, just 
as it was twenty years ago, it is-outwardly 
supreme: 

It was probably owing to'the fact that 
Marquis Ito, the draftsman of his coun- 
try’s Constitution, felt that it was absurd 
and inconsistout-that the clan’ system 
should so dominate every branch of the 
Government. when constitutional forms 
hadsbeen: called into existence: for the

direct and controlling voice in:the affairs 
of the nation, that in Septomber; 1900, 
he suddenly appeared on sthe® political 
stage in a new role. Hoe created and 
organised tho Seiyukai Political Associa- 
tion, announeing that this association 
would become a model political. party 
which would come into power:and hold 
office as soon as it controlled a majority 
of votes in the Lower House. 

It was not strango that around this 
banner, raised with such pomp ‘by. the 
veteran statesman of Japan, a great 





number of. politicians should ‘rally ;.and 
neither was it strange that the Sciynkai, 


absorbing most.of the. old Liberal ‘party 
and a mumber of others who had hitherto 
held aloof from any party ties, soon com- 
manded an absolute.. majority .in the 
Lower House. The Yamagata Cabinet, 
thon in office, speedily came into collision 
with Marquis Ito’s creation, and after'a 
clash at arms resignation of the offico- 
holders followed as a matter. of course. 
‘Tho Seiynkai with Marquis Ito at its 
head now formed the new Cabinet, and at 
Jast it soomed as if party government liad 
become a practical possibility. in Japan 
and the old systom was to be swept array. 
But these hopes were soon doomed to 
disappointment. 

‘The Seiyukui Ministry found that 
had overcome the opposition: of the 
partisans of tho old system in the Houso 
of Representatives only to meet more 
severe antagonism from the conservative 
House of Poors. So bittor was tho attitude 
of the Peers that the Emperor 
But oven this 
save the Cabinet of many hops 
ternal disse over financial questions 
followed the direct, onslaught . of tho 
Upper Houso and the first bona fide - 
party Cabinet soon resigned on: bloc. 
For a socond time it had boon demons- 
trated’ that there was a flaw somewhere 
in. the organisation of. political parti 
in Japau, and that in spite of ail: forms 
aud ontward semblances of democracy 
the clan. system was still inwardly 
supreme in Japon. 

t was at this stago that the prosent 
Katsnra Ministry was formed, a Ministr; 
which may be called a direct ro 
tive of the nou-pacty Ministries which 
have alone beon successful since the con- 
stitution was put into force. Three of 
tho most important portfolios in this 
Cabinet are held by mon of.tho clan of 
Choshu—to .wit the portfolios of. Prime 

inister, Minister of War, and Minist 

of Finance, whilst a fourth, that: of tho 
Ministor for tho Navy, is in tho hands of 
a Satsima clansman. Alone Baron 
Komuta, of the five important members 
of the Cabinet, may claim to be to some 
extent, an independent. It is ‘well’ to 
record then that Choshu and Satsuma 
have piloted the, country through, the 
most dangerous times of its existonco, 
This’ rapid aid incomplete, . ‘sur- 
vey of the internal aspect _ of 
Japanese politics explains many things 
Which appear on the outer aspect, 
‘Thus a point which has puzzled, and 
which will continue to puzzle"Europoans 
without number, is‘partly explaindd : how 
Japan has managed to make such ‘unpar- . 
alloled progress in every department at 
‘a timo when the vast majority of hor 
population were still’ much as they wero 
before the policy of Europeanising ‘the 
country had. been inaugurated. It is 
because the. most brilliant men of those 
clans which have been devoted to. ‘tho 
Throne have slaved night and ‘day in 
their country’s" interest and have been 
able, owing to the absolute power placed 
in their hands “by “the “Emperoi, to 
lead the entire nation down the road of 
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progress, Unhampered by internal opposi- 
tion excepting in certain affairs, these 
men who have made modern Japan, 
have devoted their entire attention 
to shaping their country’s destinies in 
such a fashion that the uation when it 
came to its own could not fail to pro- 
gress down the narrow way which leads 
to well-being and happiness. 

But thor is another point which it is 
well to dwell upon and to push into bold 
prominence at the present moment. It 
may be said that until quite recently 
the Government of Japan bas been the 
real and only connecting link between 
tho Island Empire and the great western 
world which has served as a model in the 
regeneration of the country. ‘Training 
all ite men and adherents in’ a careful 
fashion and saturating thom with Western 
lore the Government until quite recently. 
kept twenty years al of the people’ 
and viewing national affairs in a broad and 
onlightened fashion it has. succeeded 
in the past in doing for the nation what 
jon could never have done by 
itself had constitutional government been 
of the same nature as in the liberal 


















Thus it may be said that in tho past 
there has boon more than ample justifica- 
tion for tho attitude of the Government 
in its interprotation of its heavy duci 
and that, had it not boldly struggled 
with each question to the best of its 
ability without consulting the people's 
representatives, thore might often have 
boon anarchy and retrogression where

continuous series of unabating offorts it 
has pushed the country to the front 
rank of the family of nations, and for 
this every one of its sons should be 
unendingly grateful. 
tion which has now arisen 
and whichis bouud to engage the attention 
of political students during the next few 
months all the world over, is whether the 
nation by its self-sacrifice in the war and 
@ progress which it has made inde- 
pendently of all Government help during 
the five astonishing years since Boxer 
1900, is not entitled to claim a larger 
ice in the control and settlement of its 
possible 
or advisable past. ‘That 
whether the time bas not arrived when 
the Cabinet should be responsible not 
only to the Sovereign but also to the 
representatives of the people as well. 
‘There can beno doubt that a large 
portion of the uation, led by the respo 
sible Press, are of opinion that the presout 
fictitious Parliamentary contro) must and 
should be oxtanded at all costs. So that 
in future the wishes of the people caunot 
be ignored under any circumstances. 
Now that Japati has taken a delinite 
place in internatioual politics; that the 
great Russian question has been attended 
to in-such a fashion that it can only be 
re-opened with England as an active 
ally; that the metal of the people has 
“boon proved by a tremendous test; it 
would seem that the embarassing double 
duties of tho Government should be 
gradually laid aside to be reincarnated 
in a new form by the simple methods of 
making a more orthodox interpretation 
of the meaning’ of constitutional govern- 
ment, In the coming and subsequent 
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sessions of the Diet the fight of the 
political parties against the old Min 
terialist factions will be one of absorbing 
interest, for with the return of the troops 
and the nancial strain which must follow, 
the strong heart-beat of a determined 
nation will become more and more notice- 
able to external observers, aud will 
prove that methods which may have 
been necessary during adolescence must 
be laid aside when manhood has come.

And thus it that they may 
become as Yii. i id that in 
reality the right principles of bene- 
volence, rectitude, law and uprightuess 
cannot be known, and cannot be put 
into practice, then’ it must be concluded 
Ya did not know what benevolence, 
rectitude, law, and uprightness were, 
nd further that he was unable to 
practice these virtues. Thon of a 
truth uo man travelling along the 
road could know the elements of 
denovolence, rectitude, law, and upright- 
ness, and no man would be able to 
exercise all the obligations of benevolence, 
rectitude, law, aud uprightness. In that 
case sny traveller would be unable to 



































know the relatious of rectitude between 
father and son at home, and abroad he 
would be unable to know the relations 
of uprightuess that should exist between 
ruler and minister. But this is not so. 
There is uo traveller along the road that 
may not know the relations of rectitude 
at home, between father and son, aud 
abroad that may not know the relatio 
of uprightness that should exist betwe 
ruler and minister. He can know their 
elements; he can exercise all their 
obligations, and this supposed traveller 
may know the elements of these virtues, 
and may meet all their obligations. 
turally, then, with this capacity of 
knowing the right principles of benevol- 
ence and rectitude, and-with this ability 
to perform all the obligations required 
thereby, it is plain that any man bas the 
capacity to become a Yi. Farther, let 
any traveller yield himself to the study of 
precepts, with singlonoss of purpose, con- 
centration of will, thinking, searching, 
closely examining day after day elements 
and principles, accumulating without 
cessation good qualities, ho will reach all 
points of obligation and ability even as 
the spiritual intelligences, and be able to 
take counsel with heaver and earth, 
‘Thus, the conclusion must be : the sages 
were such, and only such, as every man 
by accumulation may attain unto. 























It may be said ; “ ‘The sages were so by 
accumulation and attainment—how then 
is it that all men cannot accumulate 
to the same extent and become sages?” I 
would answer they all may do so, bub 
they cannot be forced to do so. The 
mean man might become a superior 
man, but be is not willing to bo a 
superior man, The superior man might 
become a mean man, but he is not 
willing to become a mean man. The 
question is, not that these may not mu- 
tually interchange, one becoming the 
other, but that they cannot be forced to 
thus ' interchange, Therefore any tra- 
veller on the road may become a Yi, 
but that every traveller will become 
a Yu is not a necessary conclusion, 
‘Though everyone, however, cannot really 
become a Yii, that is not contrary to 
saying he may become a Yi. ‘The feot 
may travel all over the world, but thero 
never has been one who was able to 
travel all over the world. There is no 
reason why the labourer, mechanic, 
farmer, merchant, might not each do the 
work of the several others, but there 
never has been one who was able to do so. 
‘Thus looked at we see that what may be, 
need not necessarily be, but that is not 
contrary to saying it might be. However, 
it does appear that what is able to be 
done, and what is not able to be done are 
widely different from what may, and what 
may not be done. Itis plain that theso 
cannot be interchanged the one with the 
other. 

Yao asked Shun: “What ‘is the 
character of man’s emotions ?” Shun an- 
swered: “Man’s emotions truly are not 
admirable, Why do you ask? Suppose a 
man has wife and’ children, filial do- 
votion to parents fades away ; under the 
influence of lust and gratified desire 
faithfulness to friends fades away ; under 
dignities, emoluments, and prosperity 
loyalty to princes fades away. Man's 
emotions! Man's emotions! Truly they 
are not admirable! Why should yon ask ? 
However among the worthies this was 
not the ense.” "The sago has his charac- 
toristic knowledge, the scholar and 
superior man have theit characteristic 
knowledge ; the mean man has his char- 
acteristic knowledge, and there is even 
characteristic knowledge of the servant. 
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In all his words refinemont aud cou- 
sistency; in a whole day's discourse, all 
his specch in the.thousand and inoumer- 
able changes of language, his classifica 
tious are pervaded by unity—this is the 
characteristic knowledge of the sage. 
Few words, straightforward, careful in 
Giscussions, and with action in ac 
cordance with accepted laws as if the 
parts were successively tied together by a 
String—this is the knowledge of the 
scholar and superior man. His words are 
suspicious, his conduct is rebellious 
against authority, his obligatious often 
repented of—this is the characteristic 
knowledge of the mean man, Hasty, alert, 
handy, quickwitted, but without’ order 
and therefore coufnsed xbility that ap- 
proaches extensive capacity, but is of 
no utility, decisive, exact, versed in the 
essentials discussed, but the subject and 
matter uot. urgeut; uot auxious about 
the right or wrong of u matter; uot 
cousidering the crooked aud straight of 
his actious, but to get the better of others 
by whatever method, is his aim—this 
the characteristic knowledge of the 
servant. ‘There is superior, medium, and 
inferior moral and physical courage. ‘To 
take his stand before all the world, and 
lot himself be seen fulfilling in his own 
body the doctrines of the Moan ; to tako 
the principles of auciont kings and put 
them iu practice as if they were his own 
ideas ; in exalted positions not to follow 
the rules of a corrupt age; aud in 
inferior positious uot to be in common 
with the people of a corrupt age; to 
consider that where there is charity 
there is uo poverty, and whore thore is 
no charity there is no wealth; to be 
known to all the world, and though in 
authority, to desire to share the sorrows 
and joys of all; to be unkuown to the 
world, but to ‘stand alone without an 
equal between heaven and earth, and that 
without fear—this is courage of the 
highest order. ‘Lo be reverent in observ- 
ing the proscribed ceremonies, aud in 
thoughts toamporat jo attuch great iu- 
portance to fidelity and regard lightly 
material woalth ; to dare to advance men 
of real merit and exalt them ; to dare to 
put down degenerates from responsible 
positions and got rid of them—this is the 
courage of medium order. ‘To be devoid 
of self-respect, but put groat weight on 
material wealth; to suffer calamity with 
complaconey but have a great deal to say 
for himself; under all circumstances to 
avoid trouble without regard to right or 
wrong ; whatever the stato of the case his 
purpose being to overcome others—this 
is the courage of an inferior order. 

‘The Fan-jo, the Chii, and the Shu were 
the best bows of antiquity. However, 
‘without having been arranged in the bow 
frame, they could not adjust themselves. 
Tho Tsang of Duke Huan (G. Biog. Dict, 
B41), the Chiieh of Duke ‘Tai (G. Biog. 
Dict. 343), the Lu of Wéu Wang (G. Biog. 

ict, 2308), the Hush of Prince Chuang 
jog. Dict. 509) the Kan-tsiang Moh- 
ya Chii-Chiich of Ho-bu (Faber, H 
of China, 496), and Pih-lu, these wer 
the best swords’ of antiquity. However 
without the whetstone they could not 
become sharp, without the use of the arm 
they could not do execution, Hua-lin, 
Chi-chi, Sien-li, and Lo-er were the best 
horses of antiquity. However they need- 
ed to have the restraints of the bit and 
reins in front to guide them, and thé 
whip to encourage them behind, aud the 
charioteer practices of x Master of the 
Horse, then they could travel a thousand 
lina day. 

Now then to speak of man : though he 
has excellent elements of nature and 








































































faculties of intellect, yet he must seek 
for able teachers to instruct; he must 
choose out worthy feiends with whom 
to associate. Having obtained ablo 
teachers to instruct him, he will hear 
the doctrines of Yao, Shun, Yu, and 
Tavg. Having obtained worthy friends 
with whom to associate, what he will see 
will be deods of loyalty, faithfulness, 
reverence, aud humility. ‘Thus he will 
Gaily advance in benevolence, aud 
reetivude, and that unconsciously. Fol- 
lowing these teachers aud friends with 
determinate purpose will necessarily 
cause him to doso. But if he associates 
with bad men what he will hear will be 
deceit, slander, imposture, and hypocrisy; 
what he will seo will be deeds of impurity, 
recklessness, licentioustiess; depravity, 
aud covetousness. Moreover, personally, 
he will be adding up: punishments aud 
Gisgeace, aud that unconsciously. Fol- 
lowing these with determinate purpose 
will necessarily canso him todo so. An 
ancient record says: “If one does not 
know his own son, let him observe his 
friends ; if one does not know his ri 
Jot him observe those about him.” It is 
the influence of determinate purpose and

‘The lease produced was obtained 
through witness's father, but the docu- 
ment looked to have been forged. {t 
stated that the leas was obtained from 
the monk, but witness's father’s name 
appeared in itas a middleman, although it 
was not signed by him. Witness said: I 
cannot ask my fathor now whether he 
put down. his mark on that.” Witness 
was the owner of inherited propert; 

was a scholar, although he bought and 
sold land as a business. Witness did not 
know that the lease he bad in his hand 
referred to the very land which was 
afterwards leased to Hoosen. Witness 
saw the lease to Hoosen in the first 
moon of this year, but it was cancelled 
by witness in the presence of Snn Tan- 
hao as not being a valid document. 

Me. Phillips then opened his. case. 
He said the defendant was the wife of 
Mr. Hoosen, who leased the land” from 
the monks in the thirticth year of Knaug 
Hsu, On the Ist of December, 1903 the 
agreement or bargaia receipt was enter- 
ed into between the head monk and Mr. 
Hoosen, for the proposed leasing of: this 
property on the terms which were sot ont 
in the document (produced) which 
counsel would put in, and which his 
learned friend had seen.” Bargain money 
to the amount of $250 was paid on that 
account, and.on the Lith of May 1904 























that time.two years’ rent in advance was 
paid. It seemed to counsel that, the 
chief question that the Conrt had to con- 
sider in this case was as'to whether there 
was a valid lease or’not. The land was 
leased by the persons who, he submitted, 
had power to loase the temple property, 
and they had had some evidence with 














regard to that in the morning, Mr. 
Wong Sing-san said that, at all events, 
the “monks had power to lease for 


a period—give a temporary lease of 
the. property—but not a perpetual 
lease. ‘The lease was execnted by tho 
monks and by a middleman, and was 
chopped by tho’ assistant tipac. There 
was this undoubted fact that leases of the 
temple property had been granted, to 
people by.the monks. Counsel thought 
hisLordship must come to the conclusion 
that leases were grantod by the monks ° 
without the intervention of the ‘Jocal 
Committeo or. gentry, or their signing 
the lenses which were grated. ‘Tho cb 
question was, therefore, whether this 
lease, which was grauted by these monks 
to Mr. Hoosen, was ® valid loaso-or not. 
But there was a somewhat serious ques- 
tion to be considered ; it was ono which 
had been put before the Court by Mr, 
Hanson, who was not only a well-trained 
lawyer but a most. éxperionced: convey- 
aucer, and counsel did not think he would 
overlook tho onse—Major v. Jardine, 
Matheson & Co—in which the deci- 
sion of Chief Justice Hounon laid 
down that where: a person had a Tao- 
tai’s title decd be had an indefea- 
sible right to the. property. Counsol 
did not think the learned judge intended 
this dictum of his to have such a wide 
moaning as was laid down by Me, 
son, as had be held before in this 
Court. Whenever learned counsel in that 
Court were troubled with regard to any , 
difficulty in reference to a title deed thoy 
cited the judgment of Sir Nicholas Han- 
nen,—" when in doubt cite Sir Nicholas 
Hannen.” It. was not intended to go 80 
far as that,—that every right equitable or 
logal was to be swopt away by the fact 
that a person held a ‘Taotai’s title deed. 
Counsel did not attack the judgment in 
its entirety that day, but he thought some 
day it would be shown in that Court 
that this dictum of his was nover intoud- 
ed tobe so extended. That judgment was 
founded on a matter of convenience—that ~ 
if a Taotai’s title deed was assailod st 
would upset the property in this Settle- 
ment. Matters of convenience wore not 
to be considered in bis Lordship’s Court, 
but matters of oquity and law wore, and 
these matters; counsel submitted, had to 
be considered when a porson held a 
Taotai’s title dood. ‘There was this 
most significant fact in. this ‘oi 
which would distinguish it from other 
enses which might have “been cited 
in that Court, namely, the purchaser 
Wong Sing-san had notice of this lease 
before he applied for this title decd. 
‘That was clear from his admission in’ the 
witness box. Unquestionably the monks 
had power to grant leases of this pro- 
perty, and this was oue of the succession 
of leases which had been granted. It 
was a leuse of property which had 
already been leased to another person 
for five- years. Counsel, therefore, asked 
his Lordship to say that this was a goud 
Tease and that the title deod of Wong 
Sing-san was subject to the rights of his 
(eounsel’s) client under the lease.

Chung Wen-yueng, formerly tipao of 
the land next to that in dispute, said an 
assistant tipao had authority to chop a 
lease for a period of years such as for five 
or tou years, but a perpetual lease had to 
be chopped by the tipo himself. ‘The 
lease produced was for twenty years and 
an assistant tipao certainly had authority 
to chop sieht a document. 

Yu Nee-hang stated that he signed his 
name as middleman on the lease (pro- 
duced) to Hoosen. ‘The assistant tipao 
chopped the document on the instruc- 
tions of the tipao. ‘They were all in au 
opium shop at the time. Witness re- 
membered a previous lease of this pro- 
porty to Wong Tan-ho and in this case 
he also ucted as middlemav. Tho: same 
monk's name was on both documents. 

Cross-examined—Mr, Hoosen’s lease 
jgned iu his office. They all mot 
he opium shop and then went ou to 
office. Witness knew that 
tipao had sent in x petition 
to the magistrate about this matter, and 
the magistrato replied that the assistant 
tipao was to sottle it. Counsel handed 
witness the magistrate’s reply and asked 
if the magistrate did not say that the 
assistant tipao had been doing wrong. 
Witness replied tit he kuew nothing of 
the document. 

Pwo Wei, superinteuding monk of the 
Kao-chung Buddhist Temple, Pootung, 
said he had held that position for 32 
yours, He had granted two leases of 
land, Witness hud never heard of such 
a thing as the solliug of temple land to 
private persons. 

Oross - examined—The temple was 
founded by subscription and there was a 
local Committee of gentry who looked 
after the business in their district. Some- 
times witness -consultet the, Committee 
about matters connected with the temple. 
He had the Committee's consent to make 
these two leases. 

The Court adjourned till next day, at 
10.30 a.m.

‘Phe hearing was continued. 

‘The proprietor of a rico shop said the 
site of the temple was given by his 
father. Ho had not heard of temple 
Jand being sold, but it was leased for the 
onefit of the temple, the monks having 
power to do so themselves, 

Cross-examined.—His father gave the 
Jand some thirty to forty years ago. ‘The 
uty of the local Committee was to look 
after the couduet of the monks. 

‘Hun Chung-ho, assistant tipao in No. 
1 ward, 25th section, corroborated pre- 
vious“ witnesses as to the assistant 
tipao being ofly able to chop leases 
for a period, while perpetual” leases 
had to :be chopped by the tipao himself 
‘Witneés chopped the lease of Mr. Hoosen 
{produced.) It was signed by the monks 
of the temple. Witness chopped it on 
the 11th of May 1904 by the instructions 
of the tipao. The leasey (produced) of 
‘Wang Tai-wo was also chopped. by an as- 
sistant tipao. This lease was for five 
yoars, 








Cross-exemined.—In answer to his 
petition the magistrate said he was very 
wrong in affixing his chop to this lease. 

Re-oxamined —In his answer the 
magistrate said the land must not be 
sold. 

Chow King-chen, srother assistant 
tipao, who resigned this year after 
ten years’ service, said ho remembered 
tho lease to Wong ‘'ai-wo for five years. 
He chopped the lease himself. He did 
not remember that any gentry’s names 
| appeared on the lease and he could not 
now read it. This lease referred to the 
Ind now leased to Hoosen. 

‘Kwoi Hung-now, head monk of the 
Wenchangho temple, deposed that he 
know of the lease being granted to Mr. 
Hoosen, and of a previous lense. It was 
not necessary to refer the matter to the 
gentry. Witness gave other corroborative 
evidence, and added that he was in 
possession of the lease until Loh made 
him give it up. Loh made an en- 
dorsement on the lease, handed it to 
an assistant tipao, who handed 
it beck to witness. The document 
was now declared invalid. Witness pro- 
uced his counterpart of the lease. 

Cross-examined—Witness had not pre- 
viously been sent away from the temple 
for bad conduct. He went away to travel 
and gain experienca, He was hereditary 
monk, being the adopted grandson of Ze 
Ze. Witness had been in trouble with 
| the police lately and- was imprisoned for 
two weeks for assaulting another monk. 

‘The Court then adjourned for tiftin. 

‘The Court resumed at 2.30 pa 

Tie Wong-wu, ‘cautioned, said he w: 
formerly cultivating fields; at present he 
collected rents. He owned some land at 
the back of the temple. Some of the 
temple laud was given by his grand 
fathon Laat year fio was tipao of the 
district. Witness identified 
over the chop on Hoosen's lea: 
name was put there without his kuow- 
ledge, and he did not authorise the

When 
ho ceased to be tipao a runner came from 
the City Magistrate to call in the official 
chop. Witness ceased to be tipao on the 






























Ist day of the 4th moon this year. Tipaos 
usually held office for one year. 

Cross-examined—A meeting was held 
by tho gentry about the first or second 
moon last year and witness was appointed 
tipao, so’ witness knew" two or three 
| mouths beforehaud that ho was going 
to get the appointment. ‘The certificate 
was issued by the Magistrate aud sent to 
his house. Witness knew Sun Chun-wo, 
but not Li Hang, whom he had never 
scen until he came to Court. He first 
heard of the lease to Hoosen in the 
seventh or eighth moon last year. It 
was untrue that he met Sun Chun-wo a 
few days before the lease was signed and 
spoke to him about it, or that Li Hang. 
heard him give per to the as- 
sistant tipao to. stamp the deed. He 
did not know when Hoosen’s lease was 
signed. He had before he took up his 
duties, collected taxes on bebalf of his 
predecessor. Witness knew the Doug 
Sing-clian. He seldom went there. Ile 
met no people there about the lease.

Witness was on the committee of 
templers in the Bubbling Well Rond, 
Native City and Nauking Road.

Hongkew was sold by the magistrate.

‘Mr. Hanson said that the fact that 
plaintiff was not the beneficial owner of 
the land made to difference to the validity 
of the title need. ‘The Chinese author- 
ities, whon they issued the deed did not 
know that he was not the beneficial owner. 
Ho submitted that the basis of Sir 
Nicholas Hannen’s judgment in the case 
of Major and Jardine, Matheson & Co. 
was that the Court could not go behind 
the Taotai’s deed. ‘The present case was 
an example of the danger of doing so. 
‘The title deed had not been issued in a 
hurry ; six months had elapsed since the 
fangtans were sent in, before the deed 
ued. Sir Nicholas Hannen pointed 
it that when issuing a deed that when 
‘ing a deed the Taotai was represent- 
ing the Government of Ohina. His friend 
had argnod that one could go behind the 
dood in the case of a lease, but even then 
it was very dangerous. A foreigner who 
purchased land would never know whether 
he might not be confronted with a leaso 
for 20, 99 or 999 years. Sir Nicholas 
Hannon held that the issue of a title deed 
ave the owner a clear title. Itthat were 
not so the title deed became merely a link 
in the sale. There was no evidence that 
‘the title deed. had been obtained in a 
perfectly proper way. The sale was 
effected by the magistrate’s order ; there 
could be nothing stronger than that when 
Wong Sing-san was told that there was a 
Jease the magistrate informed him that it 
was not a proper one. The important 
point was that the magistrate allowed 
the sale to go through. Defendant's chief 
witness, 0 Buddhist monk of 30. years’ 
standing, said he had grarited two leases 
‘of temple. property, but that-he spoke to 
the committee and asked their consent. 
Ié the monk did not do so what was the 
use of the committee’ of ‘management ? 
No doubt the local gentry. knew .of the 
lease to the incense mamufacturer. It 
was quite cléar from the evidence of the 
last witness that ifthe monks granted a 
slong lease either the committee or the 
































magistrate could upset it. In the case of 
a foreigner it was different: ‘The Chinese 
authorities had no jurisdiction over a 
foreigner, and their permission must 
therefore be asked before temple property 
could be leased to one. At the present 
time Mrs. Hoosen had no title at all as no 
will had been proved. 

His Lordship reserved judgment. 

Shanghai, 18th October.

His Lordship gave the following judg- 
ment :—The parties in this case are Mr. 
R. B. Moorhead, plaintiff, and Mrs. 
Sabina Hoosen, defendant. Plaintift is 
a land agent and does not claim to have 
any real interest in the land, and Sabina 
Hoosen is the widow of Sheikh Ramazan 
Tbn Hussein, who is here generally known 
as Hoosen. “Now there is a certain air of 
unreality abont this case inasmuch as;

questions of considerable nicety and dif- 
ficult to decide, and my remarks have this 
Dearing on the present case : namely, that 
such being the case, parties who come in 
this way mustbe very careful to put them- 
selves in right before the la 
and any slip or mistake on their part 
likely to be treated or to be scrutinised 
more carefully than it might be were it a 
case of ordinary dealing direct between 
man and man. Now the property in 
dispute in_this case is land which belong- 
ed to the Vung Chang-koh temple. The 
land appears to have heen donated to the 
temple at various times by resident 
gentry who owned land in the neighour- 
hood. The affairs of the temple are 
managed by two bodies : one, a ody of 
monks who live in the temple, and I 
suppose control its ordinary working ; 
and, two, a committee of local gentry 
whe appear to have a very large measure 
of control over the property of the institu- 
tion. Now in this ease there is a sale by the 
committee, and there is also a lease’ by the 
monks, These are conflicting. The sale 
by the committee wasa sale which appears 
tohave had about it all the formalities 
of law. It was a sale by the order of the 
magistrate which was dated the 11th day 
of the 4th moon last year, and in consé 
quence of that sale the real plaintiff in 
this action, Wong Sing-san, paid a sum 
‘of four thousand dollars on the 10th day 
of the fifth moon, and the balance of three 
thousand dollars on the 19th day of the 
sixth moon. On a certificate that this 
money had been paid the fangtans of this 
property which had been deposited with 
the magistrate, apparently for safe-keep- 
ing, and to prevent any irregular dealing 
with the property, were formally deliver- 
ed to Wong Sing-san. After this he went 
through the still further formalities 
which are required in connection with 
having the land, which he had acquired 
in this way, and which was at the 
moment. in his own name, transferred 
into the name of the plaintiff, Mr. Moor- 
head, on.the books of this Consulate-Gene- 
ral. I’need not go into the formalities 
required, which ate well known. . This, 
until the last, was a purely Chinese tran- 
saction, and even. after the purchase bj 
Wong Sing-sau. from the owners of # 
laud of the, temple the Chinese anthori- 
ties. were again iuvoked. » This seems to 






























































Major v. Jardine, Mathesoii and Co, Here 
is a case of a piece of land which belonged 
to Chinese, to a pecaliarly Chinese i 
tion, dealt with eutirely among themselves, 
in which their own magistrate intervened, 
and which finally came into the British 
Registry ou. trausfer to Mr. Moorhead. 
Under these circumistances I quite concur 
with the arguments addressed to me “by 
Mr, Hanson that this is certainly .a case 
in which the Court will uot go in any 
way behind -the title. But following 
again the decision of Sir Nicholas 
Hannen, what he says is, quoting from 
memory, that the tog.lestate is vested 
in the purchaser. I-am peffectly clear 
from that case, and the facts of this case, 
that the legal title, so far as legal title 
can be vested in China, vested first of 
all in Wong Sing-san and Mr. Moorhead. 
Now comes defendant and says, althongh 
you have legal title, which we dispute, 
and which decide she is not entitled to 
dispute, we have a lease which has -been 
granted. Let us for one moment look. at 
Gefendant’s position. I think, by her 
appearance, she is of “Chineso ox- 
traction. Her husband was a Mahome- 
dan—of what part of the King’s domi- 
nions he was a native, I do not: know, 
However, he was employed in Shanghai 
asa clerk at a salary of $85 amonth. On 
that he appears to have paid insnrauce 
his life, and also according to the 
vidence of defendunt—whether he had 
obtained a certain amount of money I do 
not kaow, I do know at all events that 
le has not been able to undertake any 
great operations—she, from her husband, 
Fas not inherited a large sum of money. 
Under those circumstances T do uot 
think he was likely to be engaged in 
building operations. In her evidence sho 
said she knew nothing about these opera- 
tions. That is her position. As regards 
the lense it was granted by the mouks 
at a rental of $250 0 year. The pur- 
chase money paid by Wong Sing-san was 
seven thousand dollars. That would 
work out at someth ke three and 
achalf per cent, which is uot a large ra 6 
in this country, ut least #0 I imagine, 
At all events it is not a large rate. That 
lease grantod the lund to Hoosen aunt Uo, 
British merchants. First of all, look 
at the lease itself, there is a considerable 
amonnt of evidence as to the power of . 
monks to grant a lease of this kind. I 
do not feol able under the circumstances, 
although doubtful ns to their power, to 
decide whether or not this lense was 
actually good. ‘The monks have. cer- 
tainly been allowed a one time or 
another to grant leases for a considerable 
timé—not only for a short time—for 
the benefit of the temple. How far thi 
lease was for the benefit of the temple is 
a question which I need not go very 
deeply into. Certainly when I see a lease 
for snch a small amount I innst feel 
doubt whether it is for the benefit of the 
temple, as it was supposed to be. There 
are other informalities about this lease. 
One of them is that the name of the tipao, 
who has apparently to take some position ~ 
of guarantecing the regularity of the 
lease by his signature, was’ not .the 
name of the tipao at the time. I 
mention these various mattors because 
they are irregularities, and in ‘view 
of what I have said in the beginning 
of. my judgment, they have fad a 
considerable amount of weight iti leading 
me to my conclusion in this case. Here

Chinwangtao was uot a port of old stand- 
ing like Tientsin, but it was the port of 
the Chinese Engineering and Mining Co., 
who owned the railway line from Chin- 
wangtao to Tientsin. The defendants had 
a wharf at Chinwangtao, where other 
shipping companies were allowed to land 
goods; but it was their property, and 
therefore they had control of the only 
port in the Gulf of. Pechili for several 
months during the year. The plaintiff 
shipped s quantity of wines and spirits 
to Chinwangtao and he. intended to take 
them as far as possible by using the rail- 
way line run undor international manage- 
ment, and then by cart to get the goods, 
without any great risk, to Harbiu or to 














any agreed’ point. ‘The, work of the pér- 
sons here was to ship the goods up to 
Chinwavgtao,.then they were taken to 
Harbin or wherever they could, and sold 
to Chinese retailers who, no doubt, 
sold thom at a large profit. ‘The bills 
of _ lading were dated tho 19th of 
September, and they: were ordinary bills 
of lading. "The ono was for 29 casos and 
the other for 415 cases, the port at which 
delivery was to be made being named as 
Chinwangtao. The plaintiff accompanied 
his goods to Chinwangtao and there tried: 
to obtain delivery of them in the ordinary 
way. Ho did not, however; obtain do- 
livery of tho whole of the cargo, and was 
told to wait as somo of the goods had 
gone on to Tientsin. ‘Tiontsin. at that 
timo of the year was not a port, at all-and 
someone must have negligently put them 
on the railway to go to Tiontsin. It 
was not only negligence but extraor 
nary nogligonce to do this without somo 
reasonable excuse, as the bills of Ind- 
ing were for Chinwangtao.

As to the quality of 
those brandies and rums,—wll, under 
ordinary circumstances counsel would bo 
very sorry to drink them, but imder 
extraordinary circumstances anybody 
would be glad to get them. 

‘An interpreter was sworn’ to intor- 
prot the evidence, given im German, of 
tho plaintiff, who said: ho was a Turk. 
Ho was a morchant, and also kept a 
boarding-houso in Shanghai. During tho 
Into war he shipped wines and spirits to 
Manchuria, sometimes going up with 
them himself and sometimes sonding 
another person. In December he saw 29 
cases of brandy and rum shipped, and 
also 415 casos. These were on separate 
bills of lading. and-wore shipped through 
a broker named Silva Netto. Tho goods 
were, under certain conditions, to bo 
dolivered at Chinwangtao, The 415 cases 
wore marked by witness as was set out on 
tho bill of lading, viz., “HH. ©. W.'T” 
and “Haimoviteb.” The first “H” shonld, 
































however, have been “I”—that was what 
he intended, as his namo was Isaac. ° C. 
W. Tmeant Chinwangtao. He could not 
read or write. Of the 415 ‘cases, 365 
were purchased from Silva Netto, and 
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50 from Hermann Georg. The freight, 
Tis. 125.8, was paid. He paid $5 a 
case for 300 cases of rum from Silva Netto, 
and the 65. of cognac cost $7 a case. 
‘The 50 cases of brandy bought from 
George cost $13.75 per case. On the 
two bills of lading witness paid Tle, 250 
duty at Chiowangtao, but when he went 
to the Chinese Engineering Co.’s godown 
to get the goods some 250 cases were 
missing. Witness informed the Engineer- 
ing Co. at their office and a telephone 
message to Tientsin elicited the fact that 
there were some cases there bearing 
witness's mark, go he was told that if he 
would wait four or five days his goods 
would come back. This was the 4th or 
5th of January. Witness waited five 
days at Chinwangtao and then went to 
the office and said he could not wait any 
longer. The dofondants suggested that 
he should. take the goods he had got 
up country and when he returned the 
othors would have beon sent back. Wit- 
ness acted on this suggestion and went 
by rail to Hsinmintun and from there to 
Mukdon by cart, the journey taking a 
night and a day with the goods. Witness 
paid about $190 for a wagon on the 
railway from ChinwangtaotoHsinmintun 
A. wagon took800 cases, so witness could 
have loaded all-his goods for the same 
amount of freight he had to pay on part 
of them. After arriving at Hsinmintua 
ho had to pay thirty conts per caso for 
the freight by cart to Mukden. On 
arrival at Mukden the goods were

caso and the Tiger. Head ran for 
$25. Thoro was no brandy. Witness 
returned to Chinwangtao and asked for 
tho balanco of his goods, but only found 
nine casos of brandy. Tho Chinoso 
Engineering Company asked him to wait 
4 fow days, and aftor ton days ho said he 
could’ not wait any longer. The Com- 
pany thon srid they could not get the 
goods so. quickly from ‘Tiontsin, so witness 
said he would go to Shanghai and suo the 
‘Company, and ho was told he could 
do, what ho liked. Plaintiff arrived in 
Shanghai ‘and on the 2nd of February 
Mr. Silva Notto wrote to the defendants, 
In. reply plaintiff. was asked to make a 
statement of his claim, and Mr. Silva Netto 
wroto it out for him; the sum being 
$4,213, If plaintiff wished to replace his 
missing cargo at Chinwangtao ho could 
not do 80, as tio one wished to sell but, 
wanted to. take it furthor north. Thero 
was, no complaint either at Shanghai or 
Chinwengtao that the cases were not 
sufliciontly marked. 

Cross-examined—This was the first tim 
witness took goods up to Mukden, but he 
hadjsont the goods by the sume Company 
to other placos during the war. He took 
the goods up to sell to merchants not to 
soldiers. At this time there was a num- 
ber. of people at Chinwangtao trying to 
get goods up north, but witness only saw 
two merchants at the defendants’ off 
There was a number of people at Chin 

_ Waugtao trying to buy cargo from people 
who took it there and did not want to go 
further north. 

Mr. Symonds remarked that these 
goods were unmerchantable in Shanghai, 
aud that the only thing of value was the 
corks on the bottle: 4 

Mr. Wilkinson said he ‘shonld not 
admit.any nonsonse of that sort. 

‘Witness replying to further quostions 
said. it was only eight hours by train 
from Chinwangtao to Tientsin. When he 
first, presented tho bills of lading he 
received 11 cases on bill of lading No. 3, 
-and 183 on bill of lading No. 4. Later 























nine more cases were offered, but he 
not take them. None of the goods were 
marked “Tientsin.” He did not know 
hat there was one case of rum marked 
jentsin,” although there was “ C.W.T.” 
(Chinwangtao) on it, neither was he aware 
that there were 63 cases with “ Tiontsin” 
on, but marked out. The goods were 
not sent in old-cases, and if the cases had 
eon repaired witness would like to know by 
whom. The Chinese Engineering Co. at 
Shanghai told him that they had tele- 
graphed to Tientsin and Chinwangtao and 
had been unable to find the goods, so 
he had better send in his claim. When 
the defend replied to witnoss’s 
French: lawyer's letter, saying that nearly 
all the cases had been found that was 
the first he knew that such was the case. 

Tho Court then adjourned for tiffin. 

In cross-examination, continued, wit- 
ness said he had not been shown any 
telegram whatever; Mr. Dunn neither 
showed, nor told him of, any telegram 
whatever. Witness told Mr. Cainadan 
that he had no use for the goods at 
present (in March). Witness had not an 
agent at Chinwangtao in March. 

Mr. Wilkinson said that he had been 
handed by Mr. Cainadan a copy of the 
correspondence. 

Witness said he had been in Shanghai 
for seven years. He could speak a little 
English. “Ho did not know whether any 
duty was paid here when the goods were 
sent up. 

Re-oxamined—If witness could have 

















Mr. Wilkinson said that the rest of his 
witnesses would testify as to the value 
of the liquor at Mukden. 

His Lordship read the part of the bill 
of lading providing that the damages 
payable by the shipper for loss, damage, 
or shortage should be the market price 
at the port of destination. 

Leo Minzer stated he was formerly a 
baker, but was now a wine and spirit 
merchant at 42, Nanzing Road. Dur- 
ing the war witness was engaged in 
the wine and spirit trade in Manchuria, 
at Mukden, Tiebling, and Nowchwang, 
Ho went up with the goods himsolf, 
He shipped brandy, rum, and cognac 
and made a profit’ on them. Some- 
times one could buy. brandy, rum, and 
cognac in cases at Chinwangtao by’ acci- 
dont ; usually it was not the case. Wit- 
ness sold brandy 17 years old at 30 to 35 
roubles per case. A rouble was 4 to 10 
cents more than a dollar. French cognac 
sold at various prices—15, 16, 18 roubles 
and upward per case. When goods were 
short he got better prices. Blackhead 
rum fetched 40 to 45 Roubles per case. 
Witness had two brands cf cognac; the 
cheapest sold at roubles. 12 and 13 per. 
case. Real Jamaica rum sold at Roubles 
25-30 per case; Shanghai rum fetched 
Roubles 14-16 per case, Witness sent his 
goods up by rail; he hired a truck; for 
a ten-ton truck he paid about $119, 
for a big one double that amount. 
About 250 average brandy cases could 
be got oa ten-ton truck. 

Cross-examined—Mr. Haimoviteh lived 
in Broadway—not close to witness. 
Haimovitch was not a friend of witness's. 
Witness was an Austrian Jew, Mr. 
Haimovitch was also a Jew. Witness 
became a morchant just previous to the 
commencement of the war. He took 
four journeys up to Mancburis. He was 
in Newchwang so’ long as he had business 
there with goods. He bought the cheaper 

















{till did business in thes 
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at the Yangkingpang, from Ling King 
at the same place, Sing Tai-chop 
and others. ‘The ‘Chinese merchants 
made these spirits themselves. Tho 
European merchants slso mado their 
spirits. French ‘brandy made in 
Shanghai cost $5-7 a case of a 
dozen bottles. Shanghai-made Jamaica 
rum cost $7-8 per case. Witness could 
also sell these spirits in Shanghai. There 
was a difference in the taste of Shanghai- 
made brandy and rum. Witness paid 
$4 per bottle for the spirits ho: drank 
himself, The Chinese manufacturers 
irits. 

Nuchman Norman said be was a wine 








and spirit merchant and imported 
goods into Manchuria during the 
war, Last January and December he 


was at Chinwangtao, He had mot plain- 
tiff there. He was present at some of 
the interviews between plaintiff and the 
Chinese Engineering Co, Mr. Haimo- 
vitch went up on the Opland; witness 
was on board too, bringing up some 
goods. He obtained his own goods, and 
was present when Haimovitch applied. 
They both got their bills of lading signed. 
Witness found his goods;' Haimovitch 
could not find his, It was the 25th or 
26th of December when they went to get 
their goods. |The reason given for. tho 
absence of Haimovitch’s goods was that 
they had been sent by mistake to 
‘Tientsin. Defendants promised to tele- 
graph to Tientsin for the goods to be 
sent back. Witness and Haimovitch 
turned to the office in the. afternoon, 
and plaintiff was told to wait a few days. 
Witness and Haimovitch went to Shar= 
haikuan and returned next day. Do- 
fendants again told Haimovitch to wait. 
Witness sent his own goods to his partner 
and then returned to Tientsin, Thoro 
were no spirits in cases to be bought at 
Chinwangtao, Brandy, 17 years old sold 
at roubles $2, 35 to 38 per case; coguac 
fetched Roubles 20 to 24 por case; 
blackhead ram Roubles 42-45; Jamaica 
rum Roubles 32-36, Some of witn 
goods were stopped at Hsinmintun by 
the Japaneso six or seven months ago. 
‘The Custom Hoise would not pass any 
goods Chinwangtao until shown 
ued by the Tientsin Taotai. 
-examined—Witness’s Consul (the 
French Consul) at Tientsin would got 
the permit from the Taotai. Spirits at 
Tientsin were twice as expensive as at 
Shanghai. Ho tried to buy somo ther 
Witness did not look for any Chineso 
brandy or rum manufacturers at Tientsin. 
There were seven or eight passengers on 
the Opland.

Cross-examined—Witness was a friend 
of pliintiff. Witness sent goods up 
to Mukden four times during the war; 
ho always accompanied them himself. 
Liquors were very exponsive in ‘Tientsin. 
Witnoss bought chexp brandy from a 
Chinese in French Town, A German 
named Lay in French Town priuted the 
labels, Mr. Lay could print any Inbels: 
Witnéss thought there were other label 
manufacturers in Shanghai. 

Jacob Leber, xnother wine aud spirit 
merchant, said he was at ‘Trentsin 
during the war. Witness had seen enses 
in the defendants’ godown nt Tientsin 
marked with ‘plaintif’s name in January. 
He saw 200 cases or over. Witness had 
just returned from Europe. In December 
witness wont up north, Haimoviteh told 
him he was coming up with some goods. 
Haimoviteh told him later somo of his 
goods were lost. When witness returned 
to Shanghai some timo in Febrnury lie 
told Haimoviteh he had seen some of his 
cases at Tientsin. 

At this stage tho Court udjourned 
until 10.80 a.m, next day.

under proof. It appeared to be made of 
spirit and other ingredients. A fair 
price would be ‘Tis. 3 or 4 acase. The 
spirit, over-proof spirits of wine, would 
cost about a tael a gallon. 

Cross-examined—Mr. Dunn gave wit 
ness the bottles. He did not know who 
had put the first corkscrew through 
the cork. Rum was made from sugar 
cane. There might have been a 
small quantity of real rum added to 
‘the spirit. The rum was -pretty strong. 
He had sold some spirits which he 
expected went to the front. It was 
some brandy. Witness was aware that 
there was a large trade of spirits up 
north. He kept out of it as he did 
not wish to know too much about it. 
Witness would call the brandy a certain 
class of inferior brandy. It would be a 
waste to give people who used it better 
braridy ; they would not appreciate it, 

Re-examined—Ordinary brandy was 
about $25 per case. Witness thought the 
bottles he had examined were made in 
Shanghai. 

Karl Matthieson, sworn, said he was} 
a German subject and had been nearly 
five years. in the oy of the Chinese 
Engineering and Mining Co. He took 
over the agency at. Chinwangtao-on the 
27th of December. Witness took the 
two bottles produced from broken cases 
in Haimovitch’s consignment. Th 
were not many b-oken. casos: - Witness 
initialed. the bills of lading. He 
could check the date by the froight 
book. _Witnoss remembered having seen 
plaintiff at Chinwangtao. At the 
‘end of December and dnriag Jannary 
they were exceptionally busy. at Chin- 
wangtao. The greatest part. of the 
cargo.wont-to Tientsin and: part came 
to Chinwangtav. Sometimes :20 to. 30 
people were at the office at a: time, 
Witness spoke German, French, English, 
and Italian.

Information having beon lodged’ by 
one Chiang King-foo, a mossago'was ‘sent 
to acensed through the Consul-General, 
and’ accused forthwith appeared before 
the: Court. He was thon handed a 
simmons and the caso was taken im- 
mediately. The charge and tho in- 
formntion wero. read, and accused 
told that there would be an adjournmont, 
and'that while he could say anything he 
liked he was not advised to say anything, 
but ‘anything he did say would bo taken 
down in writing. 

Accused—At the time tho fight hap: 
pened I was on board Captain Davy's 
house-boat ; we henrd a voice outside, 80 
we three (Captain Davy, Mr. J. Thomas 
aud mysolf) went out, As soon as we 
get near the crowd they apporrod all 
strangers, so Captain Davy drove this 
crowd away. Wo did not take any notice 
further becauise they wore strangers. - 

Accused was remanded until Monday, 
16th inst, and the Court adjourned until 
to allow him to find bail, 
was ordered in the meantime to 
remain in the building. 

At 3.55 p.m. accused was released’ on 
bail in his own recognizance of $1,000 
and two sureties for $1,000.

deed. The accused was of Chinese des- 
cent, and was born at Shanghai, but his 
parents were Singaporeans and he was a 
British subject. He was interpreter to 
‘Mr, Leslie, of the Shanghai-Nanking Rail- 
way. On the 19th day of the 4th moon, 
Chiang’ Hung-fei was killed under very 
brutal cireumstances at Hsinyangkong, 
a place about six-li from Quinsun. A 
row appeared to’have taken place and in 
addition to the accused some five or six 
others took part in it and set upon three 
men, one of whom was the deceased and 
the other two would be called as witnesses. 
‘These three men were beaten, kicked, and 
very severely handled, and the deceased 
was kicked in the belly and died the same 
evening. With regard to the persons who 
made the attack, the principal evidence 
would be that of Lin Hsao Ho Shang, 
who also worked on the railway. He saw 
the dispute and would state that the 
accused took a leading part in the attack. 
In addition to Lin’s evidence, his father, 
who was 53 years of age and also em- 
ployed on’ the railway, would give 
similar evidence, Then there would be 
tho evidence of the two men who were 
attacked at the same time as the de- 
coased. It appeared that on the previous 
day a carpenter, Ah Ni, and a blacksmith, 
Ah San, went to Quinsan and when there 
had a quarrel with some loafers who 
extorted three dollars from them. On 
their return they talked the matter over 
with the accused, and probably this would 
show some motive, for when three men 
came to the place’ next day, they were 
evidently mistaken for the loafers who 
had extorted the §3, and the attack was 
made onthe men by accused and the 
ponter and blacksmith, with the r 
that Chiang was killed.’ An examin: 
was made by the Quinsan magistrate and 
at this examination the accused made 
some. admissions. _ Counsel would call 
itnesses to give evidence as to the adi 
sions made by the accused before the 
Quinsan magistrate. Other witnesses 
would be the father of the deceased, and 
also the native official who examined the 
body of the deceased. 

Mr. Ellis said that before any wit- 
nesses were called ho would respectfully 
suggest that what had been at 
Quinsan in the magistrate’s yamén should 
not be taken as evidence here. 

His Worship said he might hear the 
evidence for what it was worth, but 
whether to accopt it or not he would 
have to decide later. 

Mr, Symonds then called Lin Hsao Ho 
Shang, who stated that he w: 
or ago and a native of Shanghai 
19th day of the 4th moon he was working 
on the railway at Hsinyangkong, about 
six li from Quinsan.

‘Tseng was wearing a mak- 
wa” and other Chinese clothing and had 











fight. Two igners were there—

This was the 
account he had heard.

‘Ah Ni and Ah San saw 
loafers and pointed them out to accused 
as the men who hnd swindled them 
the previous day. Witness followed the 
loafers ad saw this. The accused and 
the loafers were then on the bank, and 
the accused tore off his coat and began 
to fight the loafers, other people. also 
taking part, including Ab Ni, Ab Sau and 
another man employed by Mr. Leslie. 
Witness saw the accused hold the deceas- 
ed by his queue: and throw .him on the 
ground and then chase another man. 
‘Witness saw the accused strike decea 
with his fist; he did not. kick him. 
Witness did not know the deceased be- 
fore, but he was a tall man and the body 
witness saw was that of the man whom 
he saw strike. While the meu‘ were on 
the ground witness shielded them with 
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his'béay, and he ‘separated’ the accused 
and'the deceased. After they had been 
separated the deceased walked away to the 
west but when he had only gone the dis- 
tance of about thirty houses he fell down 
dead. Witness did not see this but it was 
reported to him later by some women. 
When the deceased walked away from the 
scerio of the fight he walked very slowly.

had been held on the body. 

Mr. Symonds replied thet the Chinese

Continuing his evidence witness said 
that the accused struck the deceased 
first, but several. other men also struck 
him—there were more than ten men 
striking the deceased while the accused 
held him by the quene, Loo Fu-ton was 
the last man to hit the deceased. 

His Worship said all these men would 
be equally guilty of manslaughter. 

Wi he saw the body the same 
evening and it was that of the man he 
ike, Witness went to the 
Quinsan magistrate’s yamén and his son 
was arrested. Witness did not know 
whethor any torture wad’ applied to the 
witnesses by the Quinsan magistrat 
but tho trial took place at night time. 

Cross-oxamined—The “fight  bejan 
abcat’S pm. at the foot of the bridge 
near the Maloo, and the deceased 
and the barber were thrown down 
the same time, At first there were 
six ‘mon on the bank altogether, 
and ‘the accused went to deceased and 
taking him by the queue hit him on the 
shoulder with his fist, and also struck 
him in other parts of the body. He saw 
unother man striking the barber. When 
the fight began all the other people went 
up. Witness’s son was there and he held 
deceased’s queue but witness told him not 
to strike. His son was trying to separate 
the men. After deceased was on the 
ground accused did not strike him. A 
minute later witness said that the accused 
did strike deceased when he was on the 
ground. In reply to a. further query 
witness said accused threw the deceased 
on the ground and struck him and then 
all the other people struck him. Witness 
was cross-examined as to the inquest. 

Mr. Symonds sxid the record of the 
proceedings was with the consular autho- 
rities, but the official would attend the 
Court. 

Witriess said’ that at first the magis- 
trate wan'ed to find that the man had 
not died of the blows but that hoe died 
from sheer fright, but the widow refused 
to listen to this and sho struck the tipao. 
Witness continued—* It was a hot day 
and the magistrate left and washed his 
face with a hot cloth and.had a little tea. 
and then came back again.” Tho widow 
made a disturbance s0 the magistrate got 
her to: have the body’ put in a coftin, pro- 
mising to find the miscreants. Thero 
was'no Chinese doctor called. 

The Court then adjourned until 
Wednesday at 10 a m., bail being allowed 
as before.

40,000 
and expenses connected with the salvage | a 
services rendered to the ship and cargo by 
the Municipal Fire Float on the afternoon 
of the 12th of August. 

Mr. D. McNeill appeared for the plain- 
tiffs and Mr. J. H. Teesdale for the de- 
fendants. 

Mr. G. S. V. Bidwell, examined by Mr. 
MoNeill, gave evidence that ho was an 
assistant in the Russo-Chinese Bank and 
was also engineer-in-chief of the Shanghai 
Volunteer Fire Brigade. He rem¢ 
on the 12th of August last recaitoe a 
telephone message at 11.30 a.m. from Mr. 
Leveson, asking if the fire-fioat could be 
sent down to Woosung. Witness said it 
could and telephoned to Mr. Parkhill, the 
Departmental Engineer, to get up steam 
on the fire-float. Witness then had to 
ring up other members of the Fire 
Brigade. He first rang up. the first 
assistant foreman of the Hongkew Com- 
any, a8 the fire-float was in their charge 

during that current three, months, and 











asked. him to get what. men he could. 
“Others he rang up were Mr. Kaye, of 


under way at 11.56 a.m. Witnoss took ail 
these men away from their various busi- 
noses and before noon. At 11.56 a.m. 
the float left for Woosung and, estimating

.m, When they rounded the corner, they 
saw that the ship on fico was lying a long 
way outside—in tho steamer channol, 
near Bush Island. When leaving Shang- 
ts witness took the wheel as the float 
ving the moorings, but tho Inodah 
tteered throughout the rest of the journey 
down to Woosung. Arrived at Woosung, 
they wont alongside a tow-boat which was 
lying on the starboard side near the stern 
of the Perlak.

‘There wore 
two or throo men-ot-wars boats along- 
side -on the starboard side amidships. 
Witness could seo that they were using

yptain and ascert 
consisted of bonzine in drums, and lubri- 
cating oil. Witness, having ascertained 
the nstace of the cargo aud knowing what 
effect water would have upon it, asked 
the captaii if he wanted them to put 
water on it, They decided to fill the 
fore hold with water and so suffocate the 
fire underneath the deck, leaving only 
the floating fire to deal with, whichjwould 
be asimple matter. Thero was a hatch 
leading down to the forehold to which 
the firemen got quite close, and in bot- 
ween the explosions, which were con- 
stantly ocourring, they could glance down 
the hold. On the float, as they were 
proaching the ship, they saw explosions.” 
They saw smoke and flames ariso and then 
there wasa lull; presumably the’ flames 
went down asthe benzine spread after the 
explosion. There was an explosion when 
they were on board and before. they had 
put on water or decided what course to 
adopt. On their firstIview down the hatch 
they could see the tops of the benzine 
drums. This was just after an explosion. 
Witness could not then sce any water 
in the hold looking through the hatch. 
Ho did not think it was possible that 
there could be water there, as it -all 
appeared to be white heat down 
below. With one of their 24 in. hose and 
only one stream he did not thiak the 
water would reach, the cargo. It would 
evaporate. There might be certain 
amount of steam in that heat, but not - 
much. Looking through the hatch, he 
could see to a little way below the tween 
decks, There was a curved companion 
way forward of the cofferdam and leading 
down to the ’tween decks, through. which 
they could more easily obtain a view of 
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tho .fire..than, through. tho hatchway- 
Witness’s first view of the fire after lay- 
ing on water was through the hatchway. 
Before laying water on he saw the drums 
through the companion way. He dis- 
tinetly remembered seeing one of the 
ship’s streams on, and, there were other 
lengths of hose lying around, but he could 
not tell whether theso had nozzles at- 
tached or not. When he get on board 
the ship he saw one of the crew playing 
down the hatchway from the upper deck, 
butit, was a very small stream. As far 
as he ‘could see, it was coupled to the 
ship’s water service, and the mouth of 
the nozzle was about helf-an-inch in 
diameter. The stream was going down 
the hatchway and would carry from 
twenty to thirty feet. He could not see 
what became of it, but thought it must 
evaporate, being so small. Ho saw an- 
other hose hanging over the hatchway, 
and when it was pulled out he noticed 
that the end was burnt. He could not 
say whether water had been passing 
through it into the hold or not. In hii 

opinion it was the best thing to smother 
tho fire under the upper deck, for which 
purpose it would be necessary to flood 
the forepart of the ship to a higher level 
than the t’woon decks, He thought the 
captain understood this. Tho Brigade 
put on all their four streams connected 
to tho fire-float. They had four con- 
nections on the fire-float, all of 
equal atrongth. ‘They only laid these 








four streams on. Of course, apart 
from the four main —_conm 

tions, they could have had goose- 
neck junctions on board the ship. ‘Two 





streams were laid through the hatchway, 
and. in addition, two lengths of hose 
with nozzles wero placed iu the hands of 
firomen, ‘Thore were four streams on 
in all, Witness assisted and saw the two 
streams laid down the hatchway: they 
went, ho thought, about 10 foot down, 
very nearly to the tween docks. Wit- 
noss here explained and pointed out on 
tho plan how tho bulkhead comings oxten- 
dod above and below tho deck, and that 
if the hold were flooded up above. the 
lower projection, the fir would be 
ffocated in such of the hold as 
-was deck-covered, 10 to bo doalt 
with only the flamos of the floatin, 
Jensine on the top of the water whioe 
would then be exposed through the open 
hatch. Witness also pointed out on the 
plan the positions of tho four hose play- 
ing—two laid over the edgo of the open 
hatch, hanging down snd discharging 
stroams, and two in the hands of firemen, 
who, standing on each side of the hatch, 
wore ablo to direct their stroams through 
nozzles as requirement and opportunity 
ocurred. ‘The ship's crew, with their 
stroam, wore very near the Brigade mon 
—a little abaft the companion way, 
From the time that the wator was play- 
ing on the firo there wore frequent ex- 
plosions. Witness could not remember 
if it was the first or second explosion 
after coming on board that  injur- 
ed tho firemen. Ordinarily, when an 
explosion ocourred a shock was felt, fol- 
lowed by smoke and flames rising through 
the hatch. Witness did not notice any 
diminution or change in the fire following 
an explosion until after the big explosi: 
Witness and two firemen stood on the 
right-hand side of the hatch and four other 
firemen on the other side of the hatch. 
The result of the big explosion was to 
thirow the men on witness's side back on 
to coils of rope which were on the 
deck, and flames shooting out right 
through the companion way burnt the 
men on the other side. In his opinion 
the mee were properly placed, one lot. 















































| came on very suddenly 


on each side with nozzles, and as they 
got occasional glimpses of the ‘tween 
decks, they could direct their streams 
across as occasion required. Witness 
thought it was the water on the hot 
drums that caused the big explosion, and 
after that the fire diminished. He thought 
the fire diminished because the water be- 
gan totake effect. The diminution might 
have been due to the explosion. Three 
men were badly injured by the explosion. 
They were treated by the ship's doctor, 
their wounds being dressed with oil and 
bandaged, and tliey were sent to Shang- 
hai. After the explosion the deck be- 
tween the hatch and the cofferdam got 
0 hot that the firemen had to draw back 
alittle. ‘The deck-plates began to buckle 
where the cofferdam joined the deck, and 
witness thought it was very dangerous, 
as if the plates buckled so much as to 
allow the fire to pass over the cofferdam 
to the oil tank the whole ship might blow 
up.- Witness remembered the ship's hose 
being played on the fire before the big 
explosion, but not afterwards. After the 
explosion he went aft to enquire after 
the injured firemen, and there he saw the 
captain and the officers. After that’ the 
Fire Brigade men had the deck forward 
of the bridge to themselves, When he 
wont forward again the captain and offi- 
cors did not accompany him to see how 
things went.

All the firemen who came down 
later by train or by the tow-boat boarded 
the Perlak and wore there about one and 
a-half hours previous to the fire being 
extinguished. They all left together. 
Witness did not know what the captain 
was doing after the explosion. Witness 
saw him aft with the chief officer. It 
might bo that he was conveying the 
ship's papers and valuables to the tow- 
boat, but witness did not think so. At 
any rate he was not doing so during the 
fow moments that witness was aft. The 
big explosion occurred a long time be- 
fore dark. It must have been soon after 
2.30 p.m. The Brigade extinguished 
the firo with the exception of the flames 
from the floating benzino that wore left 
after suffocating the fire beneath the 
dock. He was not aware that the fire 
broko out again either twice or once 
after the Brigade left and would be 
surprised to hear that it did. «There 
was no danger from the flames of the 
floating benzine when the Brigade left. 
Tt would burn itself out in an hour or so. 
‘The Brigade got on +. the float from 
the stern of the Perlak, passing over the 
tow-boat. It would not havo been safe 
to tomain alongside the Perlak all night. 
‘Che wind was buileting the float against 
the tow-boat and the Perlak, and was so 
strong as to carry the float against tho 
tide. He did not think that tho ship's 
crew had pumped 200 tons of water into 
the fore-hold in four hours, and did not 
think the crew could have extinguished 
the fire themselves. It would have got 
tho better of them. ‘He did not see the 
cargo pumps working and did not think 
they wero used at. all. There was 
no moon that night. If it had been full 
moon only a night or two previously, 
there was certainly no moon showing 
during the storm. It was pitch dark, 
but there were cortainly frequent flashes 
of lightning. It was more dificult to see 
their course as there was heavy rain at 
the time, After sle got back to Sharig- 
hai the float was beached on the mud 
and examined. It was found that she 
was damaged snd there.were seven dents 
in her plates, He could. not estimate 
what the cost of repairs would be. The 
plates might have ‘to be replaced. Sho 
had not bad new plates put in yet. 

Tho witness was then examined by 
Mr. van Walree us to the constitution of 
the Shanghai Fire Brigade, as to whether 
it was compulsory for them to attend 
fires, as to whether there was any punish-

PETITION. 


1.—The plaintiff i: German. subject 
and is at present residing at the Hotel 
des Colonies, Shanghai. 

2.—The defendants are a firm or com- 
pany carryiug on business as Engineers 
at No. 15, Canton Road, Shanghai, 
aforesaid. 

3.—On the Ist day of August, 1903, 
the plaintiff entered into ‘the service of 
the defendauts as correspondence clerk. 

4.—On the 11th day of July, 1905, the 
plaintiff, having been offered’ a better 
position in another firm, applied to the 
defendants in writing for an’ increase of 
salary; the defendants at first refused, but 








subsequently wrote to him on the 27th of 


July, 1905, agreeing to pay him the 
inereasod sum of $275" per’ month from 
the Ist day of August, 1905, and to give 
him a bouus of 5 per cent on the amount 
of not profits realised annually by the 
defendants as from the Ist of January, 
1905, snd the plaintiff accordingly .con- 
tinued in the service of the defendants. 

5.—On the 8th day of September, 1905; 
the defendants wrote to the plaintiff in- 
forming him that they could not make 
any further use of his services, and she 
plaintiff accordingly left the service of 
the defendants on the 9th day of Septem. 
ber, 1905. 

‘The plaintiff therefore prays this 
Honourable Court. 

A—That the defendants do pay to 
the plaintiff the sums of $825, being hie 
salary for three months in lieu of notice, 
and $73 his salary from the Ist to. the 
8th day of September, 1905. 

B.—That the defendants do pay to 
the plaintiff all such bonus on'tho firm's 
profits from the Ist day of January, 
1905, to the 8th day of September,

E.—That the defendants do pay to the 
plaintiff the costs of this action. 

F.—That the plaintiff may havo such 
further and other relief as to the Hon- 
ourable Court may seem propor. 







































ANSWER, 


‘Tho answer of the above-named dofon- 
dants to the petition of the plaintiff shows 
as follows

2.—With regard to paragraph 4'of the 
petition the defendants admit that plain. 
tiff applied to them as therein mentioned 
for an increase of salary beyond the sum 
of $250 per mouth which he was then 
receiving, and that the defendants de- 
clined to pay the increased salary applied 
for by tho plaintiff, namely Tacls 250 por 
month. The defendants say that thoy 
subsequently offered to pay the plaintiff 
an increased salary, namely a 
$275 per month and a bonus

And for further sinswer to the said 
petition the defendants say that, previous 
to. writing the suid letter of the 8th of 
September, 1905, they had notified the 
plaintiff verbally thet they. were contom- 
plating a reduction of their staff aud that 
such reduction would affect the plaintiff, 
and that the plaintiff then admitted 
that there was not work sufficient to 
occupy him. in the defendants’ office, 
and stated that’ he would have no 
difficulty in getting omployment. elso- 
where, and requested the defendants to 








give him written confirmation of thoir 
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intentions rogarding him so that he might 
have something to show when secking 
other employment, and’ the defendants 
accordingly wrote’ the said letter of the 
Sth of September 1905. The defendants, 
also'at the request of the plaintiff signed 
a lotter prepared by him and dated the 
9th of September 1905, to which letter the 
defendants crave leave to refer. 

The defendants say that they had no 
intentions of dismissing the plaintiff 
without notice and that the plaintiff was 
‘woll aware of this fact, and they deny that 
thesaid letter of the 8th of September, 
1905, was or. was intended to be a lettor 
of dismissal without notice or was so 











“understood by the plaintiff. ‘The de- 


fondants further say that the plaintiff 
while in their service under the arrango- 
ment made in July, 1905, wrongfully left 
their service and has not returned to it, 
and by such conduct has forfeited all 
right to salary or bonus. 

‘Tho defendants therefore pray this 
Honourable Court to dismiss the plain- 
tif’s petition with costs. 

Mr. ‘Teosdale said that his learned 
friend and himself bad that morning 
conferred together with reference to a 
settlement of the caso and had come to 
an arrangement, and counsel asked that 
on the torms which he and his learned 
friend had completed the petition might 
be withdrawn. .

INQUEST. 


Shanghai, 16th October. 
Bolore J. C. E. Doucras, Esq-, Coroner. 
Re Deatn or James E. Hopasoy. 


‘An inquest was opened at the Fearon 
Road Mortuary to inquire into the cir- 
cumstances attending the death of James 
E. Hodgson, third engineor of the O. M. S. 
Kiaugyung, who was supposed to have 
died from’ internal injuri 
his falling among the machinery in the 
engine room of that steamer early that 
morning. . 

The Coroner and witnesses viewed the 
body. 








‘Thomas Kelly, sworn, said he wassecond 
officer of thestr. Kiangyung. Ho identified 
the body he had just seen as that of 
Hodgson, the Srd engineer. At 1.30 
that morning the steamer left Kinleeyuen 
Wharf. The first thing witness heard 
of tho affair was shortly after 3 
when the Captain told him to stand by 
the mehor. They anchored alongside 
the Cincinnati, lowered a boat and 
witness went on board and reported the 
case to the cruiser’s doctor. ‘The doctor 
come off in his own boat. Witness went 
for the doctor because he upderstood 
someone on board was sick. The doctor 
came on board the Kiangyung about 3.30 
or 3.45. and attended the third engineer 
He came again a little after 6 a.m. The 
captain told witness to take the third. 
engineer to Shanghai, and witne 
brought him up in the Woosung Forts 
Hotel launch. The sick-bay man from 
the Cincinnati also came up. Hodgson 
had to be carried on board tho launch, 
and was put down in the cebin. Witness 
did not know when he died; he was only in 
charge toa certain extent. He had not the 
faintest idea when Hodgson died: » Wit- 
ness saw and spoke to deceasod frequent- 
ly on the way up. Deceased wanted to 
turn over, but tho sick-bay man would 
notallow him. Witness ceased talking to 
ecoased betweon 9.30 and 10 a.m. when 
they were nearly in the Garden bend. The 
launch came straight to Nanking Road 
jetty. Whoo witness got there he went to 
the Central Hotel aud telephoned for an 
ambulance and astrotcher. Witness did 
not know whether at the time they got 
to the jetty deceased was alive or dead. 
telophoning witness wont back to 

and then returned two 
or three titnes and tolephoned again. 
At last a stretcher arrived which he 
would not have put a dog on. Witness 
met Mr. Macdonald on the Bund and 



































told him what had happoiied. The 
ship went on to Hankow. Witness 
heard from the Captain that deceased 


fainted and foll among the engine: 
(Witooss here explained that he knew 
nothing about engines and could not 
tell whethor deceasod fell through a 
shaft or a boiler). The doctor did not 
tell witness what deceased was suffering 
from. 

Witness dlomurred at signing his state- 
mout, but eventually did so. 














Benjamin F. Lindsley, sworn, said 
he was sick-bay man on the’ Cin- 
cinnati, He went off to the Kiaug- 


yung with the doctor about 3 am. 
Witness and the doctor were taken be- 
low when they got on to the steamer and 
they found deceased lying on a mattress 
there. ‘The doctor could not make much 
of an examination, as deconsed was in 





such pain. ‘The doctor did not. thiuk 
there were any broken bones. Witness 
stayed with. the doctor wont 





back to the Cincinnati and returned later. 
Witness was then told to accompany 
deceased up to Shanghai. The doctor 
prescribed for deceased when they 
left the ship; ho said if the pulse 
was very weak witness was to give 
hypodermic injections of whisky. When 


the launch reached Shanghai Kelly 
telephoned to the hospital for an 
ambulance. Deceased complained a 


gront deal about his bladder, so witness 
told him that he would telephone for 
the doctor to bring a catheter when they 
got to Shanghai. Deceasei’s pulse got 
very weak several times on the way up 
and witness gave him three hypodermic 








injections of whisky. While Kelly had 
gone away to telephone deceased com- 
plained that he found it very 
hard to breathe, Witness then gave 


him yy gr. of strychnine, He did 
not seem to get any better, and when 
Kelly returned wituess sont him back, 
tolling him to telephone to the hospital to 
send_as quickly as possible as the man 
was dying. Deceased rapidly grow worse. 
A few minutes later 2 Chinaman came 
down from the hospital ; witness did not 
think he bad any ambulance. Witness 
asked him where the doctors were and 
he said there were no doctors. A 
|foreigner then camo along and said 
he would try to get a doctor. Hodg- 
son was getting weaker, so wit- 
ness commenced to use artificial 
respiration, which he kept up for an 
hour or an hour and a half. By tho 
time the men, who had been unsuccessful 
in finding a doctor, returned, deceased 
was dead. Witness thought decoused 
died nearly two hours after their arrival 
at Shanghai. Kelly went off and camo 
back two or threo times Deceased must 
have died about 12 o'clock. 

At this stage the inquest was adjourned 
until 10.30 next morning at tho British 
Consulate, 





Shanghai, 17th; October. 


The inquest was resumed at H. M. 
Consulate-General into the circumstances 
ending the death of James E, Hodgson, 
third engineer of the C. M. 8. Kiangyung, 
who was supposed to have died from 
internal injuries duo to his falling among 
the machinery in the engine-room of that 
steamer on the morning of the 16th 
instant. 

Dr. E. L. Marsh, sworn, said—I am a 
registered medical practitioner, I mate 
an examination at the mortuary yestor- 
Gay afternoon of the body of a man of 
spare build about 37 yours of age. Well 
marked and ext areas of rece! 
bruising existed, particularly over the lofts 





















hip and thigh.” ‘There was uo open 
wound, but the skin gonerally was 
of a waxy white colour. as from 
internal hemorrhage. ‘The hamorrhago 
was found to in connection 
with a fracture of one of tho 


bones of the pelvis. A portion of the 
broken pelvis was driven inwards and 
had caused injury of a very sorions 
character to the structures and blood 
vessels in its way. Blood was found 
diffased in considerable quantity into the 

dominal cavity aud also oxtensively 
into the left thigh. Life couid only have 
continned for a few hours after such an 
injury. ‘The examination of the im- 
portant organs revealed the fact that 
the valves of the heart and the walls 

















of the largo blood-vessels arising 
from the heart wore thy owing 
to a form of degeneration. In my 





opinion death was due primacily to intor- 
nal hemorrhage, resulting from lacera- 
tion by the fracture. A man with disease 
of the heart like that would be liable 
to syncope or a fainting fit from heart 
trouble. 

‘The Coroner said that on the previous 
day he had taken some evidence and it 
had come out that the deceased had been 
waiting two hours at the Nanking Road 
jetty. “Was it not known at the Polico 
Station what were tho consulting honrs 
of doctors in Shanghai? Dr. Marshall’s 
hours, he believed, were from.11 a.m. to 
1 p.m, and Dr. Macleod’s, he thought, 
from 0.30 p.m. to 2.30. p.m. 

Dr. Marsh said he thought that was 
correct. His own consulting hours were 
from 1.30 to 3 p.m. 

The Coroner said this was not the first 
time he had heard of people not being 
able to find doctors and he thought it 
would be a good thing for the consulting 
hours to be made known, 
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Dr. Marsh said that sometimes it was 
Aifficult, espécially about 11 am, when 
doctors were generally on their rounds. 

‘Thomas Weir, sworn, said he was the 
Marine Superintendent of the China 
Merchants’ Steam Navigation Company. 
‘The str. Kiangyung belonged to that Com- 
pany. He had received the following 
lottor from Capt. Wade of the str. 
‘Kiangyung :— 

Woosung, 16th October, 1905. 
‘Tuowas Wer, Esq. 

Sir,—When crossing the Woosung Bar 
the third engineer had an accident which 
Mr, Wallace will explain to you. I 
anchored at Woosung and got the doctor 
of the U.S. 8. Cincinnati to come on 
board, and he advised me to send Mr. 
Hodgson back to Shanghai. I have en- 
gaged the Woosung Hotel launch as 
thero is nothing else to get at short 
notice. I have promised to pay him 
thirty dollars, as he would not go to 
Shanghai any cheaper. I am sending 
Mr. Kelly up to look after Mx, Hodgson 
in the lanneh,

Dear Sir,—While nearing the Bar this 
morning Mr. Hodgson, the third engineer, 
who has been ailing for the past few days, 
fainted and fell on the cross-head and 
thence down to the cylinder and over the 
guide-bar to tho floor. We stopped out- 

ide and got medical assistance from the 
U.SS. Cincinnati. He has no bones 
broken, but may have some internal in- 
jury, and we are trying to have him sent 
back to Shanghai, before proceeding on our 
trip, in charge of the second officer.

Witness continued that the deceased 
joined their Company on the Sist of 
‘August ; he understood that he came to 
them with good recommendations from 
the Blue Funnel Line. He was engag- 
ed by Mr. Clements, while witness was 
in Japan, 60 that witnoss had nover seen 
him. His name, as given in the Com- 
pany’s books, was James E. Hodgson. 

At this stag the inquest was adjourn- 
vd until 2.30 p.m. on Tuesday next, the 
24th instant, when Mr. Weir was to 
produce witnesses from the ship.

THE agitation in China, brought |

The 
immigration statistics of the United | 
States show that an ever-increasing 
number of people from almost every 
country of Europe are flocking to 
that country. The first half of the 
present yenr witnessed a tremendous 
jump in the figures, and it would, 
surprise no student of the subject 
should the annual immigration, 
which lnsb year was approximately 
1,100,000, increase to a million and a 
half within three years or to a round 
two million in from five to eight 
years, But even this high figure 
Would be very much increased 
should a famine, a civil war, or any | 
period of social unrest, arise among 
the teeming populations of Eastern 
Europe. Under these circumstances 
it is not surprising to learn, as we do 
by the American mail just to hand, | 
that the attention of Congress will 
be urgently directed to these subjects 
by the reports of Secretary of 
Commerce and Labour Metcalf, 
Commissioner-General Sargent, Com- 
missioner Robert Watchorn, and the 
recommendations in the presidential 
message. 

But, while the incoming tide is 
rising to heights undreamed of. in 
earlier days, it is the quality 
of the newer immigration as 
much as the, quantity that is 
causing much anxiety to the well.

Then, too, vast num- 
bers. of immigrants were unskilled ; 
only one-seventh of the Italians could 
turn their hands to crafts of any sort, 
and two-thirds of them were labourers, 
And we are not surprised that crime, 
so largely the outcome of ignorance, 
is also very prevalent among these 
immigrants. A recent writer, in 
summing up the matter says. “In 
fact, practically all the aliens of 
Eastern Europe who are now coming 
to us (excepting the Hebrews, whose 
level ‘of industrial efficiency is high) 
are recruited from a peasantry, the 
most backward aud - unenlight- 
ened in the civilised world.” 
Another serious phase of the ques- 
tion is the unequal distribution of 


the multitudes who arrive. It seems] uj 


to be a well-established fact, and a 
regrettable one to boot, that where 
they are most needed, they lexst 
go. In the trans-Mississippi and 
Southern States are vast. areas 
demanding a larger population not 
only for the proper ‘tillage of the 
soil, but also in grazing, mining, 
manufacturing, and commerce.

‘There is als x 
feeling that the need of home 
legislation is also urgent, ‘The 
present haphnzard system of nutural- 
isation needs to be altered. Under 
this system fraud is easy, What. 
is needed, it is claimed, is that “a 
uniform naturalisation law should 
carefully:. prescribe the form and 
reading of the document, and,” if 
possible, limit the power to’ confer it 
mn a few specified courts of high 
authority.” Tho alien contract luw, 
generally conceded to be an unfor- 
tunate piece of legislation, also needs 
to be attended to. ‘And then as to 
what, perhaps, may be regarded as 
the most difficult question of all, how 
to get rid of the festering crowds of 
unassimilated aliens that ave found 
in the great cities, Various remedies 
are suggested, but the effectiveness 
of any one of them may be doubted. 
Ts is generally conceded, however, 
that the Federal Government itself 
ought to take a more active hand in 
the distribution of aliens, and in this 
connection Cunada, in advertising 
extensively for a north-west immigrn- 
tion and holding out inducements 
to the right kind of settlers, thereby 
gaining a splendid . agricultural 
population to till her wheat fields, is 
set forth as an object lesson and 
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a shining example to the people 


of the United States The fact 
that useless and dangerous un- 
desirables have been so freely 


admitted from Europe makes less 
comprehensible the colour prejudice 
which has excluded or harshly treated 
the “better-class Asiatic traveller, 
student, or merchant, men whose 
admission to the American continent 
turns not only to their own benefit, 
but is an aid in the development of 
the great trade possible between the 
peoples on the two sides of the 
Pacific. Somewhat reluctantly it is 
true, both Cinada and the United 
States are giving way, and it will be 
interesting to note the amount of 
benefit direct as well as indirect, 
both will derive from the reform of a 
system founded in prejudice, and 
continued against every dictate of 
commonsense or business.

The Commissioner, who was sent out by 
the Chamber of Deputies, has returned to 
France, and has reported to his Govern- 
ment the results of his investigations into 
the French colonies in the Far East. He 
suggests. the following policies to ba 
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adopted : (1) ‘Franco. should: seize the 
present opportunity, while revising her 
Commercial Treaty ‘with China, to ac- 
quire. closer relationship. with the latter 
Empire ; (2) she should act:in conjunetion 
with Great: Britain in securing railway 
concessions in China ; 3) she should enter 
into an. alliance with Great Britain to 
enlarge and secure their common advan- 
tages in China ; (4) she should obtain an 
understanding with Japan with regard 
to the'commercial and colonising oppor- 
‘tunities in the neighbourhood of India and 
China; (5) she should, conjointly with 
Great Britain, request Siam to remove her 
troops. from the Meinam, transformi 
the latter into a neutral highway ; (6) an 
she should urge Siam to abolish the tariff 
‘on opium imported by French mer- 
chants. 

‘The opinions and suggestions of the 
Commissioner carry enormous influence 
in France, and will no doubt be carried 
into execution. As the French Commer- 
cial Treaty will soon be revised, I send 
this news to our countrymen that they 
may be prepared to: meet the new Frenelt 
policy in the Far East,

Whilst in the north of China railway 
construction is being pushed forward— 
for even though the bridge across the 
Yellow River is yet incompleted, travel- 
jers can proceed direct from Hankow to 
the capital—the energies of the people 
of the south seem to be expended in mu- 
tual congratulations that the agreement 
with the American syndicate has been 
squashed, and the concession, rashly 
granted, bought back into the safe keep- 
ing of the Chinese. Representatives of 
the Kuangtung millionaries have been 
deputed to send congratulatory 
telegrams to Chang Chih-tung, by whose 
enorgy it appears thepresent arrangement 
has been reached. Thi mous Viceroy 
has in turn distributed shares of honour | 
to whom honour is supposed to be due, 
and adds that the gentry of the three 
provinces must now put forth their best 
energies, and consider what can be done 
with a view to the inception of the 
work. ‘The prevailing spirit appears 
to bo ono of exultation that the great 
undertaking has been wrested from 
the hands of the Americans, without 
any expressed regret that the work will 
be indefinitely postponed. The same 
spirit is manifested here in regard to the 
projected line south into Yiinnan, which 
is to attach itself to that of the French 
railway in Kungchaowan. Appeals have 
been sont to the Kuangtung Viceroy here 
urging that this line be undertaken joint- 
ly by the French and the Chinese. The 
suggestion however is rejected, without 
any hope that, with further discussion, it 
might be entertained. ‘The reply affirms 
that the most important point to keep in 
viow is that the officials shall have control 
of the line and therefore there can be no 
joint action with the French and Chinese. 
Thus the most. powerful consideration, 
which is influencing the minds of the 
officials, appears to be not that rail 
shall be laid’ down as rapidly as possible, 
but that every conceivable hindrance shall 
bo placed in the way of foreigners having 
anything to do with them, when, at 
some future time, the work shall be under- 
taken. It would seom therefor as i, 
there were some genius evil or otherwise 
at work in the south, whose influence is 
wanting in the north, and so whilst great 
ings are being attempted there, nothing 
is boing done here, except to sit tight. 
The Progress of the Boycott. 
‘Tho pressure which the American 
Government has brought to bear on the 
Chinese officials, has uot been, we think, 
without its effect on the people generally. 
The native Press, for oxample, appears 
either to have workei the boycott ides 
threadbare, and so has turned aside from 
it for a time, or it cousiders that the 
scheme has been sufficiently discussed, 
and so has applied itself to other matters 
of current intorest, At any rate, whi 
‘a month ago much of the copy daily dealt 
with reports of the progress of the move- 
mont, it now contents itself with a few 
brief allusions. But though there is less 
public discussion arising, probably out of 
the overt attitude of the mandsrins to 
. agitation, we believe that much opposi- 
tion to American manufactures still ob- 
tains among the masses of the people, 
which cannot but be detrimental to Ame- 
rican trade. An intelligent young man has 
just come into my study from an import- 












































great extent American goods are, boycot- 
ted there. Where aforetime, for instance, 
American cigarettes were generally smok- 
ed, now the people have turned to those 
of native manufacture. Many companies 
have been formed to meet the new needs 
which have grown up, and though 
new article is less fragrant, it is | 
expensive. 


Christian Students Flock to Japan, 
It is well known that thousands of 
Chinese students are, in rapid succession, 
following each other to Japan, in order to 
seek knowledge, and study methods of 
government,. by means of which many 
hope, some day, to secure lucrative posi- 
tions in their own country, and others 
anticipate the acquiremeut of a new 
culture, without any very definite ulterior 
ambition. It has long been foreseen that 
whenever a new order of things should 
bo established in Chine, Christians would 
be to the fore. This ‘table. ‘There 
are so many ideals of life and duty con- 
nected with, or evolved from, Christianity, 
that Christians cannot but take a pro- 
minent part in all progress, and be the 
leaders of all development. ‘In harmony 
with this, a batch of Chinese youths, of 
whom all’ are Christians, are proceeding 
to Japan by the next mail steamer, 
whose ages range from nineteen to forty. 
‘They go forth at their own cost or at the 
expense of their relatives. They propose 
to spend four years in study, in con- 
neetion with Christian schools at the 
capital. This is as it ought to be and 
it augers well for the future of China 
when Christian young men will leave 
native villages, to drink in know- 
ledge at the fountain-head, for they 
will become impregnated with princi- 
ples to which they have been strangors.

It will be remembered that when the 
‘Taft party was up in Canton some rather 
uncomplimentary placards were posted 
up on the walls of the city, which caused 
a good deal of annoyance to the American 
Consul-General, and through him to the 
American visitors. On receipt of sundry 
strong representations from the Consul 
three men were arrested, of whom one 
Man Tat-shan was a native Christian. 
ago, a large gathering of 
ns gathered in one of the 
ion chapels, in order to. pro- 
are a memorial to the Namhoi ma- 
gistrate, in which he was urged to release 
not only this man but the other two. 
One Tso Yan-luk took the petition in 
hand which was extensively signed and 
was responsible for seeing that the poti- 
tion reached’ the hands of the official. 
What the answer will be doos not yet 
appear. I think sometiimes that too 
much has beon mado of this affair. ‘Tho 
Chineso are wont to express their feelings 
both against their own mandatins and 
against foreigners in this way and no very 
serious attention is taken of these aboli- 
tions. It would be better were the men 
set at liberty, and the matter allowed 
to rest, rather than that the angor 
of the people should be stirred. 


A Family Extinct, 

Ihave before referred to the trouble 
which broke out in the district of Weichou. 
At one timo the uprising threatened to 
caused some anxiety. ‘The Viceroy, how- 
ever, severely reprimanded tho’ local 
officials for their apparent inactivity in 
grappling with the bandits and brigands, 
and this had the desired effect. -‘Thoy 
bestirred themselves and determined to 
wipe out the brigands even though some 
who were innocent might suffer with the 
guilty. So it camo to pass that a farmor, 
who was a peaceful law-abiding citizen, 
was arrested, and flung into goal. This 
insult so preyed upon his mind’ that by 
some moans he managed to got hold of 
opium and so took his own life. When 
his wife and sons heard of the suicide of 
the suspected man, they too took poison 
and so tho whole family became extinct. 
‘This unfortunate episode has caused quite 
a gloom among the innocent people, and, 
as the paper says, shows thet when the 
peaceful people are fortunate enough to 
escape the hand of the bandits they fall a 
prey to the anger of the officials, and so 
the government of the country fall under 
the anger of those who would otherwise 
support it, 

Boycott Activity in Fatshan, 

It appears that after all tho energy 
which initiated the opposition to the 
Americans is not dead, nor is it alto. 
gether suppressed. Iu the great trading 
mart of Fatshan, called here the Birming- 
ham of South China, a largo store has been 
opened not to sell ‘the goods which are 
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tabooed, but to expose specimens of the 
different kinds of American commodi- 
ties so that all may see what comes from 
the United States, aud what from other 
countries and so avoid the former. The 
several brands of American tobacco, flour, 
and other things are here arranged like 
au exhibition of the West, except they 
ate not for sale and they win no prizes. 
There is no doubt that this is a very 
effective way of making known the 
goods which are imported from America, 
and also of stirring the people so that 
they tum from thom. I hear that in 
Hongkong the Chiaeso are asking for 
English blankets in proference to Amer- 
icau, but that.there is not supply sufici- 
ent to meot the demand. Consequently 
the people have no option but to buy 
what they must have, though they would 
prefer the English article. Many firms 
have lost money in the current strife.

Sm,—May I ask for space itt your valu- 
able paper to draw attention to the. qu 
tion of distressed foreigners in Shanghai ? 
My short experionco in this port leads me 
to believe that the Community wishes to 
‘be kind to men in distress, but at the 
same time I find that there are many 
who think that not a little good mioney, 
charitably given, is really wasted. My 
experience of the men who ask for and 
assistance is, that some are helped to 
their feet again, but. others are helped to 
idleness. ‘The question of course is, how 
can we differentiate ? 

‘The vantage ground of the applicant in 
Shanghai is — 

(1) That the men in dire want are com- 
paratively few, and that the community 
asa whole is comparatively well off. 

(2) ‘That it is almost always impossible 
to prove the statement of an applicant 
as to his past history, 








(8) That it may bo true that the ap- 
plicant will have to sleep in the open, un— 
Tess helped. : 

This last point is a very sad reality to 
a worthy man, and a very valuable asset 
to a regular beachcomber. It is not 
absolutely a true statement, for I believe 
that the Police station will give » night’s 
shelter to any foreigner for the asking. 
“But then, Sir, a man doesn’t like sleep- 
ing at the station, for fear of losing his 
good name.” Moreover there is no food 
provided for a breakfest, unless a kindly 
sergeant gives a meal athis own charges. 

It is dificult ‘to know what proportion 
of the “distressed” are mon who aro too 
lazy to work, and. one hardly knows 
whether to hope the proportion is large 
or small, I know of one man who asked 
for “a little assistance to get a night's 
lodging,” and who must have been disap- 
pointed when he got a written order on a 
coffee-house instead of cash, for that 
night ho presented four orders at tho 
coffee-house, Another man came to the 
Deanery one night at 9 p.m, with the 

, made him unbutton his, 
feelings. when he found in 
his pocket an order for a night’s lodging, 
signed by myself at noon, may be loft to 
the imagination of your readers, On the 
other hand, I have had ja short Joan of 
money returned with interest at twonty 
per cent for the good of the poor box. 


Most people will agreo that. there is 














room for improvement, The following is 
a suggestion which may perhaps be good 
enough to call forth better : 

(1) That the Missions to Seamon 
Society or some other benevolent socioty, 
should open during the winter a depot in 
Broadway. 

(2) That the depot be open daily from, 
say, 6,30 pam., and that an order on some 
coffee-house be given to any .man who 
claims to be in need. 

(3) That the order bo for a supper, bed, 
and breakfast. 

(4) That every man who becomes a pen- 
sioner must give his name, nationality, 
the date on which he came’ to Shanghui, 
and the ship by which he travelled., 

(5) That all possiblo assistance be given 
to the pensioners to find ships or work. 

(6) That clearly to und 








their names will in no caso bo ro-entored 
on the register. 
The success of ‘such a scheme would 





the other benevolent societies, both in 
method and finance; partly on the con- 
fidence of the Pubiic ; and perhaps chiefly 
on the man in charge of the depot. A 
kind word of advice or a shake of tho 
hand may do more for a man than many 
dollars. 

If the scheme worked woll, we might 
hope that in future men down on 
their luck, but willing to work, neod 
not taste the bitterness of begging; 
that -in the course of time wo 
should have data at our disposal which 
would enable us to check the influx of 
Deachcombers into Shanghai; and lastly 
we should know that if any man camo 
before the magistrates charged with beg- 
ging, he had at all events been given a 
chance since he landed in Shanghai. 

‘The cost of the enterprise would be" 
heavy, but I believe that it would be a 
saving on our present system,

A Check on Mineral Development,: 

According to a Peking letter, the Shang- 
pu having. received from Viceroy Chou 
Fu of Nanking an exhaustive report on 
tho mineral resources of the Liangkiang 
Viceroyalty (Kisngsu, Kisngsi, and Anhut 
provinces) has issued instructions to the 
Viceroys and Governors of other provinces 
ordering. them to follow Viceroy Chou 
Fu’s example, and also to establish in each 
province a Department of Mities, which 
shall without delay make a careful and 
detailed survey of the mineral deposits of 
each province, mark out their respective 
boundaries, and earmark all places in which 
there may be the least indication of possess- 
ing minerals or any kind of thing having 
any commercial value, After this has beon 
done permission must be obtained from 
the Department of Mines before any 
person or persons shall be allowed to de- 
velop such deposits. Those Departments, 
“on the other hand, will be required to 
send periodical reports tothe Shangpu 
for record, with maps and general rp- 
marks on each newly-opened mine or 
mines that shall come under the Depart-;

JAPANESE NATIONAL 
INCOME. 





Remarkable Development, 


The “Tokio Nichi Nichi” publishes 
somo observations on the financial stand- 
ig of the Empire which go to show the 
fisfactory growth of the national 
resources in the past few years. The 
total revenue from direct national taxes, 
which amounted to ¥126,000,000 for the 
thirty-second fiscal year (1899-1900), in- 
creased to ¥242,960,000 in the estimate 
for the present fiscal year, representing 
an increase of 92 per cont in six years. 
Itis difficult to ascertain, continues the 
« Nichi Nichi,” the rate of increase in the 
income of the people during this period ; 
but the assessment on which Income-tax 
is paid may be taken as a fair basis in 
estimating the income of the people. The 
assessment shows that the incomes of juri- 
dical persons and individuals, and tho 

terest, on Government bond and com- 
pany debentures, since the amendment 
of the Income-tax Law in February 1899 
is as follows

From the above it will be seen that the 
increase in assessment was Y226,000,000, 
or 81.4 per cent. 

With. regard to the incomes of 
dividuals—juridical persons did not coi 
into existence until 1898, when the Civil 
Code was promulgated—the returns show 
an inorease in assessment from 91,310,000 
} to ¥168,480,000 in the six years 1893 to 
1898, or-84} per cent. It is to be noted 
that’ before the Japan-China war the 
anriual’ increase’ of the ingome of the 
people was only about Y¥8,000,000, but 
jsincs 1896 the annual “increase has 
amounted to ¥20,000,000. 

It is pointed out by our contemporary 
that the amendment of the Income-tax 
Law made in February 1899 enlarged 
‘the sphere of its application by including 
foreigners, and the taxes paid by the 
latter are largely responsible for-the in- 
crease in .tho assessed value of individual 
incomes. In 1900, the first year in which: 
foreigners came under the Income-tey 
‘Law, there was an increase in the assess- 
jment of no less than ¥49,000,000 com- 
pared with the figures for the preceding 
year, and since then the-annusl advance’ 
has-varied between thirty-five and forty 
million: yen’ until last year,-when the in- 
crease in the:-assessed value fell of to 
‘¥25,100,000.:- The :total-increment in'the 
past five years amounted t0°92:pericent, 














representing a rise of 74 per cent com- 
pared with the rate of increase in tho 
Preceding five years. 

Continuing the examination of these 
statistics it is found that the assessment 
of the incomie-of juridical porsons for 
Inst year amounted to ¥9%,736,000, an 
inerease of Y32,000.000, oc 5.4 per cont, 
as compared with 1899,” ‘The assessment 
of the interest ov Government’ bonds and 
company debentures, which stood at 
¥12,675,000 for 1899, rose to Y17,868,000 
last year, an increase of 41 per cont. 
From these particulars, it will be seon 
that all incomes, exceptiny those of 
juridical persons, the’ increase of which 
has been slight sinco- 1900, expanded 
remarkably year by year in the past 
five years. The increase of individual 
incomes has been very grout, being, at 
the rate of 92 per cont, equal to the 
percentage of increasp of direct taxes 
paid by them.—* Japan Chronicle.”

After the interval Mr. Symonds said he 
and his friend agreed as to tho date of 
the battle of Mukden being the 9th or 
10th of March. 

On resuming, witness in cross-oxamina- 
tion said the rate of freight from Shang- 
hai to Chinwangtao varied as to tho 
goods. Ho could not the rate per 
ton for wines, etc., now was Tis. 5. The 
winter rato was higher than the summor, 
and at the time the plaintiff sent his 
goods up witness believed the rate was 
at Tis. 8.50 per ton, by measurement 
‘There were over sixty cases with “Ti 
tsin” on in large letters, while 
“©, W, T.” was in much smaller letters. 
The word “Tientsin” was marked 
through, but one’s eye always caught 
the “Tientsin” immediately on looking 
at the cases. The word “Tientsin” was 
‘not on any of the other missing cases. 
Ten bills of lading for goods carried to 
Chinwangtao by the same steamer as the 
plaintiff's. were not properly marked with 
inctive mark. When cargo was 
insufficiently marked, in the great rush 

was at this time, it was possible for 
the tallyman to dispatch goods to Tien- 
tsiv which should remain at Chinwangtao, 
and to retain goods at Chinwangtao 
which should have been dispatched to 
Tientsin. The goods wero returned to 
Chinwangtao on the 2nd of February and 
they were there now. Witness had ex- 
amined tho,cases at Chinwangtao and 
some of them’ had a brand some y 
old on them. He did not bring 
either of the bottles out of these cases 
to Shanghai, as they were intact. 
Witness never wrote, telegraphed, tele- 
phoned or told anybody that 411 cases 
had been delivered. Ho never told the 
office in Shanghai or Tientsin that he 
recovered all the casos except 15. 

Re-examined—He wrote two letters 
aboutthe cargo, dated the 19th of February 
and the 3rd of June, and the second letter 
gave particulars of all the markings of the 
tases. ‘There were some people at Chin- 
wangtso at that time who tried to get 
their cargoes without the bills of lading, 
saying they had lost them, and when 
they wore refused delivery of the goods 
the bills of lading were forthcoming in 
an hour or two. Witness had purchased 


















































liquors at Tientsin for his own private 
use all slong and bad not noticed any 
difference in the price. 

‘A.M. Currie said he was now Acting 
Agent for the defendants at Shangh 
From the 11th of July last year he w 
head of tho shipping department at 
‘fientsin, which was the head office 
of the defendants in China. The first 
intimation he had of the loss of the plain- 
tiff’s cargo was by a telegram from the 
Shanghai office dated the 30th January. 
‘The fact that the shippers at Shanghai 
sent this intimation witness understood 
to mean that the consignee was in Chin- 
wangtao and waiting to take delivery. 
Some 217 cases were found at Tientsin 
and they were remitted to Chinwangtao. 
The rate paid on the plaintifi’s cargo was 
not a warrate. Atthat time instructions 
were given both to Shanghai and Chin- 
wangtao to work night and-day on car- 
088. 

Croee-cxamined—The working night 
and day had nothing to do with the war 
in Manchuria; they were doing their 
usual business. There was no excep- 
tional increase on the year before, allow- 
ing for development. Freight on foreign 








goods at present from Shanghai and 
Chinwangtao was about Tis. 5 a ton, 
and for piece goods about Tis. 8. The

‘As a, rule goods purchased in Shanghai 
remained in his shop for between three 
to seven days before shipment. They 
wore kept at the most half a month, He 
bought his goods in Shanghai on the 
quotation of Canton. prices. ‘Tho last 
shipment was on the 23rd of May. Imme- 
diately after this shipment there were 
80 pairs of satin boots on his premises, 
Wut he ordered on the same day as 
he shipped, 400 pieces lining silk, 100 
pieces silk, and 60 pieces crepe. The 
next day ‘he purchased 35 pairs of 
satin boots and 200 pieces of scroll 
paper. "Two days later he bought 800 
pivces of scroll paper and 60 pieces of 
native cloth mown as nankeen. The fire 
took place on the 26th of May. Witness’s 
premises were on the ground floor, there 
being four separate firms in the building. 
(Plan put in.) The ‘goods which he had 
purchased were stored on six plank 








stored in two cascs under the shelves. At 
the time of the outbreak of fire witness 
was sleeping in the room marked “X”. 
When he awoke flames were enveloping 
the shelves and also coming through the 
windows. He aroused his assistant and 
they both hurriedly ran out into the 
alleyway and joined the other inmates of 
the house. At this time the staircase 
was burning fiercely. On the afternoon 
after the fire plaintiff visited the premises 
and found that the roof had fallen in and 
the doors and windows had been burnt. 
The house next door was also burnt. 
About half the length of the main wall 
had fallen down. The wall “C” to 
“D” fell from the roof down to the 
level of the ground fioor. Ail witness’s 
goods, furniture, and account books were 
burnt. Before the fire witness made 
about Ts. 5,000 a year by his business. 

Cross-examined—There was a safe in 
the room marked “X.” In the safe there 
were two native bank orders amounting 
to over ‘Is. 400, about sixty or seventy 
Mexican dollars, some bank pass books, 
and several insurance policies belonging 
to friends. The safe was not lurge enough 
to put the account books in, When he 
made his last shipment to Canton he had 
me imported goods, but they were stored 
in a separate godown. Imported goods 
were always stored in u separate godown, 
and all goods he had purchased to export 
were stored at B170 Kiangsi Road. ‘The 
other people carrying on business at B170 
Kiangsi Road were dealers in peace goods, 
medical stores and drugs, and indigo, The 
dyer kept the indigo in a separate godown, 
using the rooms at B170, one as un office 
and the other a living room ; the druggist 

pills, ete., in a safe on the pre- 
ises. Witness could not give any 
information as to the piece: goods man. 
When he was awakened witness saw 
flames coming out from the shelves on 
which his goods were. ‘The shelves were 
syainst. the wall “CD,” in whieh 
a wooden door. ‘The fire took place be: 
tween three and four o'clock in the 
morning. ‘The annual profit he had 
meitioned was on both import and ex- 
port business. Sometimes 
exported were of ‘Tis. 700 or 800 in 
value, sometimes ‘Tls.. 5,000. The boots 
mentioned were made of satin with papor 
soles a quarter of an inch thick. . The 
400 ‘pieces of lining silk were spread out 
on the shelves. A piece was 24 fect in 
length, aud each piece was folded up. 
‘The crdpe and damask silk was also fold- 
ed up in squares. Portions of the scroll 
paper would burn easily, but where the 
two pieces of paper were pasted together 
it was less iriflammable. 

Mr. Wilson produced samples of the 
silk lining, erépe, and damask silk. 

Witnesssaid he had been insured for ten 
years. ‘The last time a foreign fire oftice 
inspector visited his promises was a year 
and a half ago... 

Wong ‘Tsung-hum, accountant and 
general assistant to the plaintiff, said that 
when goods were purchased they were 
delivered to him. Witness detailed the 
goods which were delivered to the shop 
a day or two before the fire, corroborated 
the provious witness as to the place where 
they were stored, and gave the names of 
the persons from whom the goods were 
purchased. The import goods were kept 
in a separate godoirn. 

Cross-esamined—He could not give the 
names of the pedple who supplied the 
boots. ‘They were made in the native 
ity and paid for on delivery. The bottom 
shelf was resting on thé boot boxes and was 
about one foot six inches from’ the floor. 
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explained that four English feet equal 
five Cantonese, ‘s 

Ku Yi-tong said he was manager of the 
Wong Yu hong. His house had done 
business with Zung Chi for over ten 
years. Witness produced his account 
book and showed the eutries of the 21st 
day of the 4th moon for 200 pieces of 
best silk living, worth Tis, 702.90; 100 
pieces of pink satin lining Tis. $36.40; 
total ‘Ts.-1,039.30. The money was paid 
on the 2nd of the Sth moon by native 
order for Tis. 1,039.60, the extra 30 cents 
being fora box. All’ the items on tho 
were for silk sold to the same firm. 
The silks were delivered to Zung Chi on 
the 21st of the 4th moon. Witness pro- 
Auced the signed chit book. 

Cross-exawined—The chit book showed 
that the goods were sent to Zung Chi; 
the address was not mentioned. 

Re-examined—It was he custom to 
send the goods to the actnal business 
address of his customers. 

By his Lordship—A coolie took the 
goods and the chit book, . Witness told 
the coolie where to take the goods; as 
Zug Chi was an old customer the coli 
would know where to: take the goods, 
Witness heard that Zung Chi had a 
separate godow ; 

Sung Yeh-ching said he’ was manager 
of the Huang Tsang-zung silk hong. He 
had done busi with the Zung Chi 
hong for five years. On the 22nd of the 
4th” moon witness sold 200 piecos of 
lining silk to Zang Chi, value Tis. 705.50, 
‘The acconnt was paid’ on the 2nd of the 
5th moon. ‘The goods wore sent to Zang 
Chi with a Bill and a cbit’ book (witness 





























produced his chit book). ‘The’ chit 
book was chopped. ‘The coolie know 
where to take the goods as 


Zang Chi was an old customer. 

Cross-examined—The goods sent after 
the middle of the month were paid for 
at the end of the month. (Witness road 
other entries of transactions with Zung 
Chi). When the money was paid on the 
2nd day of the Sth moon witness knew 
tho fire had taken place. 

Wing Cho-san, manager of the Peh 
song hong, said he had dong 
business with Zung Chi over ten 
years, Zung Chi ordered goods from 
witness on the 19th of the 4th moon. 
The goods were 60 pieces of blue crépe 
silk of a total value of Tis. 1,026.60, 
‘Tho. goods were paid for on the 2nd of 
the 5th moon, ‘The goods were sont by 
a coolie with a chit book, which was 
duly chopped. This was the first entry for 
this year. The coolie knew where to go. 

Cross-examined—Witness had sold two 
other lots of goods to Zung Chi since 
then. ‘They were entered and delivered 
in the same manner. 

Re-examined—Witness saw Zung Chi 
after the fire, and he told witness where 
he was then carrying on business.  Wit- 
ness instructed his staff as to the chango 
of address. 

J.P. Roberts, sworn, said he was a 
marine surveyor. It was part of his 
business to make n survey of goods 
damaged by fire. It was not esry to 
construct from ashes what property 
had heen in tho places. It was pos- 
sible for a fire to consnime goods to 
such au extent ‘thas it was impossible 
to recognise what “goods had been there. 
Silk goods were laid on wooden shelves 
against a brick wall. If two houses were 
bumt, the roofs and ceilings collapsed, 
and part of the wall against’ which the 
goods were stored fell, it was quite possi- 


























(ble that ~nearly all traces of the goods 
would disappear, 
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Mr. Wilson wished to put in two letters 
which had passed between the Cantonese 
guild and defendants. He submitted 
that the fact that the Cantonese guild 
took up: the was evidence as to 
plaintiff's characte 

Mr. McNeill objected. 

His Lordship did not think .the letters 
would carry the case, any further. He 
would have. to have evidence as to the 
objects and constitution of the Guild. 

‘Mr. MeNeill then opened his case, He 
said the Guild had numerous members, 
whose only recommendation ‘inight be 
that they were members of the Guild. He 
submitted’ that tho evidence as to the 
sale of goods to Zung Chi was not of great 
value, the. latest delivery being the’22nd 
day of; the-4th’imoon. ‘The ‘fire took 
place.on the 24th and plaintiff had there- 
fore two days in which to dispose of 
them. Counsel outlined the evidence he 
proposed to. call.. The room known as 
‘the parlour appeared to have been used 
by‘a dyer, druggist, and a piece goods mer- 
chant, as a place.where they mot their 
customers or kept their accounts. Firially 
he submitted that it was extraordinary | 
that all traces of the goods should dis- 
‘appear and yet the books should be dis- 
covered where plaintiff said he left them. 

Native P.C. 325, Sung Ah-fo, said he 
remembered a fire in Kiangse Road in 
May last. “He was on duty on the north 
side of the’Kiangse Road bridge near the 
Soochow Creek at the time. He first 
saw the red light of the fire at 4.10 a.m. 
He went to the alleyway and whistled. 
After that he went to the Waterworks 
Co.'s, godown and telephoned. He then 


















Witness went back. tovhis office and then 
returned with the compradore and gave 
his instructions to have the débris raked 
over and examined. Witness got two 
Goolies to “rake over the débris under 
his supervision. They raked near the 
goods and casually all round the place. 
As a result they discovered a little furni- 
ture and some clothing. The clothing was 
found in the private quarters on the East 
side. Witness did not make a thorough 
examination at. the time. He stayed 
alittle time and then left, leaving the 
compradore there. It was that 
the place was. quite ready on Monday— 
the fire was on Saturday. When witness 
went dows a Monday the débris was in 
jeaps ; the 0 was gathéred together. 
Witness discovered itt tare 
some silkand fur clothing. No silk or 
cottén ini the pioce was discovered. There 
yore a few pieces which might have been 
remains of boots. There were no traces 
whatever of satin boots or gold paper. 
Everything except wood, bricks, or 
imortar was. put together as salvage. 
Witness had examined a shop containing 
gold paper within tho last month. The 
upper portion of the house was burnt 
‘out and among the débris pieces of gold 
and silver paper were found, Witness did 
not for a moment think that the goods in 
the listcould have been on the premises. 
Witness gave evidence before anarbitrator 
as to aclaim by a resident in the upper 
storey. Ho gave evidence that he found 
‘no traces of cargo there except the case 
of Fieve goods. 
‘ross-examined—Witness visited the. 
scene of the fire three times on Saturday. 

















went back to the entrance of the alleyway 
and stayed there until 6 a.m., when he 
was relieved by P.C. 753. No one camo 
out while he was there; he. only saw the 
firemon,,. After witness returned to the 
alley the firemen arrived. 
Cross-examined—When witness got to 
the alléyway the courtyatd éverywhere 
was burning, 2 
BE, Q. Coopér, sworn, ‘éaid he was an 
auctioneer, Hoe carried on business as 
L. Moore & Co. It was part of his 
business to inspect the ruins of burnt-out 
places. He inspected.them to give an 
expert opinion if required and also to see 
if there was any salvage. He remem- 
bered the fire in question ; he visited the 
premises about 9 am, on the 27th May. 
A policoman was atthe door. Witness 
went inside; the fire was practically 
extinct ; there was steam and smoke but 
no fire. ‘There were no traces of the 
ruins having been disturbed. Witness 
simply walked round.and made a casual 
survey; then he went into the next 
building. (Witness pointed ‘out on the 
plan which walls were.damaged.) Wit- 
ness saw @ case of piece goods in the 
position marked “X” in his plan, 
case was open and the gods were slightly 
burnt at the ‘sides, which were blackened 
for about 2 ft. up, Witness thought 
tho case was on the ground floor before 











the fire as the débris was dit. He 
wont back to his office and about 9.30 
Mr. Fleet called upon him, Mr. Fleet 


asked witness to accompany him to the 
fire, They went there together and got 
to the scene shortly before 10. a.m. 
‘Tho promises still appeared to be in the 
same condition. They went round the 
promises end Mr. Fleet told wituess to 
survey. and. reporton «the fire. The 
‘appearatice on entering showed simply the 
case of piece goods surrounded by débris. 
‘The, private quarters only .contained a 
little ‘débris and there were very few 
traces of furniture, ‘I'he roome'on the right 
of the parlour were very bare. Witness 
aaly expected to find very little salvage. 


If there had been apy cargo in a room 
after a fire the room would be full up with 
sbris. In the rooms ho had described 
bare, there was very little débris, The 
part-of the wall had fallen. 
Stuff like silk would not take up very 
much room. Witness did not rake to! 
the bottom of the débris himself’ at any 
time. Every bit of the débris was di 
turbed during the raking. When witness 
went on Monday morning portions of the 
floor were quite clear. He would not 
say from which part of the building par- 
ticular heaps were removed. 

By his Lordship—There was a Chinese 
stove in the kitchen; witaess thought it 
was on the outside wall ; walls fell in so 
quickly in Chinese houses that it was 
almost impossible for all traces of goods 
to be obliterated. The fire would be quite 
‘as fierce round the case as in the corner of 
thig room. The case was only about six 
feet from wherethe goods were said to be. 

‘Mr. Wilson objected to’ Mr. Cooper’s 
report being put in, 

‘The ‘Court then adjourned until 10.30 
‘a.m. next day.
